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APPLICATION of the MARXIAN DIALECTIC 


January 1969 


The phenomenon of the Marxian dialectic is a cogent reality of our time. It is not mer¬ 
ely an abstract theory prated by party intellectuals, but a viable technique worked out 
with pragmatic precision on an international scale. The comrades use their "thesis, 
antithesis, synthesis" in practical application frorr. China to Czechoslovakia---and even 
to our own shores. 


The world has been witness io [he supposed rivalry between the ideology of Mao Tse 
Tung (thesis) and thr? ideological differences of Liu Shao Chi (antithesis). At times it 
appeared that China was to b-' lorn to pieces with civil strife. The youthful Red Guards 
ranged through the streets abutting >md desecrating. Whole provinces rose up (or so we 
are told) against Mao. Then *a it: r<v»d in the newspapers that the whole thing has been re¬ 
solved (synthesis). Just what was that al) about? 

We must remember that just before the rift between Mao and Liu, there was a period 
of so-called liberalization. "Let a hundred flowers bloom" was the slogan. Thus the 
dissenters, the malcontents and in general, the enemies of Mao, were smoked out in¬ 
to the open. People were encouraged to let their guard down. Then they were given a 
rallying point in the form of L ; it. Thus Liu, the phony alternative, in one fell swoop, 
revealed to Mao his opponents, sapped these sincere people's energy in a no-win cause 
and eventually led them down the primrose path to oblivion. A rather clever way to in¬ 
stitute a mass purge. 

Now apply this same principle lo Czechoslovakia, only substitute Dubcek for Liu Shao 
Chi. Again there was the liberalization proceeding the crackdown. The opposition 
surfaced and the "Hundred flowers bloomed, " This time however, there was a differe¬ 
nce. If Dubcck represents antithesis, then the Russians, a foreign power, represent 
the thesis. In this case the Czechs could not br split like the Chinese. They were un¬ 
animous in their opposition to the Russian hard liners. The Russians found their phony 
alternative in Dubcek. 

By pretending to oppose the Russian occupation he was the rallying point behind which 
again a lot of sincere, well meaning people participated in their own betrayal. Dubcek 
never was anti-Russian. In fact, he conspired with them to forge the chains of bondage 
for his own people. We all saw what happened in Hungary in 1956 when the dialectic 
broke down and a genuine opposition devciopen. 

Now let ub consider the American scene. Of course the dialectic process is more subtle; 
the effect far less categorical. Sine** our government is not overtly Red yet, the revo¬ 
lutionaries ensconced within it must covertly manipulate both right and left factions out¬ 
side its confines. This is done by working the dialectic on two fronts. The Establish¬ 
ment like the ubiquitous ameobn divides itself to reproduce. 

On the right they must - appraise right-wing strength among the people bd&re they can 
go about suppressing it. The past two national elections brought forth two "ultra-con¬ 
servatives"; fielded were Barry Goldwatcr in 1964 and George Wallace in 1968. A lot 
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of sincere people who worked very hard for these candidates got nothing for their trou¬ 
ble. They were never meant to. But the ir-anipulators certainly found out how numer¬ 
ous their opposition was and upon closer scrutiny, lists of their na. 'cb and addresses. 

On the left the dialectical technique becomes more clear. A supposed antagonism is 
created between the Establishment (thesis) and the anarchists in the streets (antithesis). 
In actuality they are two jaws of the same trap. For example: Walt Rostow is of the 
same ilk as Jerry Rubin. As the jaws begin to close the willy-nilly liberals and the 
gullible conservatives, be they democrat or Republican, in government or out, will be 
crushed between chose jaws along with the rest of us. The synthesis will be complete.

SURVIVAL# 1 

The day may come sooner than many may think when your gun and your ability to use it 
proficiently will be all that stands between death and survival; be you lost in the wilder¬ 
ness, defending your home against an intruder, or, defending your country against the 
leftist revolutionaries in the streets 

It is understandable that the novirr v/ill buy the wrong type of gun for a particular pur¬ 
pose, but far too often those with ro*. knowledge will do the same. We have found 
that both novice and those with experience fail to understand the value of the pistol. 

In thi6 article, the first in a series on -.‘urvival, we will discuss briefly some little known 
facts about handguns, :. e. , their use as long-range weapons, types of bullets that arc 
best suited for survival and handtoadv 

We will concern ourselves in tfiiy article only with center-fire cartridges. Calibers 
such as the . 380, 25ACP . 32'$, . 45 r > Wcbley, . 45 Long Colt and the . 38 Special have 
no place in a survival Kit. Th.-y arc junk! The 9mm is very popular among shooters* 
While we agree that the firepower it offers in a combat situation, and its low recoil 
is desirable; the poor accuracy and absence of positive lethality make it a second rate 
survival gun. 

There are only three cartridges worth cons.deration for all-around survival uses. The 
venerable . 45 AGP. . 35/ Magnum and rhe truculent . 44 Magnum. These are the only 
pistol calibers that will positively firing nontilitics to an end under any conditions, and 
possess sufficient accuracy and lelhnl punch at the terminal end to bring down small 
and large game. Most people think that pistols arc strictly a short-range weapon. 

This is not true. 

In exhaustive field tests conducted by the AVG staff, we find that even the . 45 ACP 
will give consistent hits in th%‘ hi ll-xouc up to 00 yards!

To get the most out of your pistol yon mu*: uuc handtoads with jacketea bullets. Cast 
bullets are much less toepensivo, but Jr- not deliver the accuracy at long range nor arc 
they as destructive as jacketed bullet;:. Cast bullets should be usea for practice be¬ 
cause of the low cost. But f .» >r*r’oii!« handgunmng, for survival, jacketed bullets arc 
in order. Most handloaders wi o use jacketed bullets make their own. The equipment 
to make these bullets can oc expensive Another way is to buy your jacketed bullets 
ready-made.

These are 3/4 jacketed 
bullets and will give no prohk. with lea«Jir», and. they can be purchased in solid or 
hollow point. 
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Do to limitations, we will discuss handloading in one caliber, the . 357 Mag. 

since it i* .no most popular. Bullets for this cartridge are produced by SPEEDY in 
112 it 120 gr. Hollow point or 120 it 130 gr. Solid point. The 130 gr, solid point would 
be the best bet. 

We have found that this bullet will do a tremondoue amount of tissue damage at long 
range, and wc have made consistent hits in the kill zone at 160 yards from a pi6to! 
with open sights. The best load we have found with this bullet is (130 gr. bullet) a 
charge of 18. 0 gra. of #2400 powder with CCI Magnum #550 primers in W-W cases. 
These should be new cases and they must not be used for more than five (5) firings 
with this load. The velocity, depending on the barrel length, should be between 1500 
and 1600 fps. The pressure for this load i6 less than factory loaded ammo, which 
sometimes will reach up to 42,000 psi. This load checks in at about 38,600 psi. well 
within the safety limits. 

We have taken ordinary bricks and 6hot them with this bullet, and to our surprise found 
they disintegrated before our eyes. The 6ame bricks shot with factory loaded or hand- 
loaded cast bullets just broke into a half dozen pieces. This is raw power, and brings 
the pistol up to date and makes it a very useful tool for survival.

PROGRAMS of AVG 

Beginning with this issue wc will discuss briefly the structure of AVG and its various 
programs. 

AVG has a military Iramwork under civilian direction with autonomous units spread 
Across the nation whos function is to counter the Leftist revolution wherever and how¬ 
ever possible. 

One of our programs is to organize anti-communist students into effective units who 
at the proper time will meet the Leftist-revolutionarys on the campuses with superior 
force-not lip service. This type of action has become necessary because it is ob¬ 

vious that our establishment is supporting the rabble on the campuses and control our 
law enforcement agencies. 

While this program is only three months old, and there has been a serious lack of 
funds Co train and organize these students, all things considered, the results of our 
efforts have been good. These student groups are known as "Student Committees on 
Campus Safety" (SCCS). AVG has organized SCCS units on a few campuses but they 
are small now, poorly equipped and need a great deal more training. 

The time is fast approaching when our campuses will have to be taken back via force 
of arms or they will be lost forever. Wc /null remember that our youth and the school 
campuses are prime targets to the communists. We must not let them fall. 

Student organizations like the Young Americans for Freedom (YAF) and World Youth 
Crusade for Freedom, (WYCF), while putting forth a nice looking, respectable front; 
and boast of a paid staff up to $18, 000 per year, have done nothing to organize a sup¬ 
erior counter-force. They are an educational team. They have captured and neu¬ 
tralized the best anti-communist fighters on the campuses. 

AVG's student program is not educational. Wc do not have a paid staff. All funds 
which is spent in this particular endeavor goes for training, equipment and other items 
necessary for survival and victory. 

This is a brief outline of but one of our programs, ihere are many more which wc 
will discuss in following newsletters

Because we* feel it is far more important to spend the donations sent to us for activities, 
and to support the men and women in our secondary units who risk their lives working 
for us in the field; wc have dropped 300 persons from our mailing list this month. We 
will conl> nuc to drop those persons each month who have not become active, contribu¬ 
ted or shown an interest in fighting in whatever way possible for America. We will 
continue this practice until we trim down to fighting weight. 

The educational societies have had their chance for over len-years, and look where 
we are. Political methods have failed, the Wallace fiasco proves that; what else is 
there left to do** Do wc just wait for the ax to fall like good little people? Or do we 
risk our all now while we still have a chance? 

If you believe we have a chance, that our program is the only effective one, then give 
all you can, until it hurts. Your freedom, your country and your childrens safety 
for generations to come is at stake.

WHAT WAS THE DEMOCRATIC CONVENTION AI L ABOUT? 

Before the event? of the 68 Democratic Convention 9lip into a faded memory, 
there will probably he more versions writen about it than there are leftists in 
our government. For the first tin e in history the mass news media displayed 
open animosity towards law enforcement. In fact they speedily cried out that 
their rights, and thus the publics rights under the first an endn ent were being 
abridged. Needless to say, their position on Constitutional rights is, and was 
somewhat inconsistent to any previous stand. One merely has to look at the 
position they take when it con.es to firearms legislation and the second amend¬ 
ment. 

Nevertheless, there are some politicans and members of the news n edia who 
ostensibly take a more rightist position on the n.alter. They tell us that the 
events in Chicago were the results of leftist revolutionaries, and even go so 
far as to suggest that there was direct Communist influence and coordination. 
They've told us about the first aid stations set up well in advance, the throw¬ 
ing of sacks of urine and blood at the police, the throwing of rubber balls with 
razor blades sticking out of then., etc. Some even show their patriotism?, by 
tracing the revolutionary activities and subversive associations of those in¬ 
volved in the demonstrations; and point out that the mass news media took a 
syn.pthetic attitude toward the leftist revolutionaries. 

Even more incredible is the fact that many of the anti-Communi9t, conserva¬ 
tive publications found it necessary to resort to this type of drivel. What has 
been missing, and will continue to be absent, is an objective analysis of the 
significance of the demonstrations in relation to the elections this year; and 
the political outlook for 1972. On the surface the events in Chicago would app¬ 
ear to he anomalous with the past stratagems used by Con r. umsts to gain con¬ 
trol of a political party. This i9 especially true when wc consider the now tra¬ 
ditional congruency between the philosophy of the Democratic party and the 
socialist and Communist apparatus. 

It is a fact that the; Republican party occupies space to the right of the Demo¬ 
cratic party. It ma9t follow then, that a Democratic win would bring this nat¬ 
ion further towards socialisn in the ensuing four years than a Republican 
victory would. The obvious question then is: Why did the communist make 
such a mess of the Democratic party as to insure a win for Nixon? Thi9 is the 
issue that the news rr edia and politicians are pretending doesn't exist. 

Fir9t, it is absolutely necessary that the con.n uniat have total control if they 
are to achieve the results they envision. It is also a fact that their control in 
the Democratic party docs not extend as far as they want it to, or as far as is 
necessary. 

It is obvious that a lot of advance planning and coordination wont into the- dfu.- 
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onstrations. Months before this, top political theoreticians within the comm¬ 
unist party reasoned that a Den ocratic victory woulJ solidify that party; which 
of course would n akc it virtually impossible for then, to gain the total con¬ 
trol that is so necessary if they arc to stay with their 1972 time table. 

Demonstrations against the Republican party, or for that matter the American 
Independent Party, would accomplish nothing, and in fact only serve to unify 
them. With the help of well placed collaborators, in our government and the 
Democratic party, they were able to bring to a successful conclusion one of 
their best known tactics. Americans, conservatives and even (ibcrials have 
swallowed it. 

After the elections, the first order of business in every den ocrats mind will 
be to put together a fragmented party. If you will stop and think for a moment, 
isn't this the way they usually gain control of an organization or contry? Dis¬ 
rupt. confuse, divide and then conquer. There are rqpoycthings that now al¬ 
ready exist which will facilitate this take over. Things which arc the product 
of years of planning. 

First, they already have a cadre of strategically placed collaborators within 
the Democratic party. The value and function of these agents is obvious and 
need not be discussed here. The politicians within the party who arc not know- 
ingly a party to those machinations will prove their worth and value to this 
concpiracy by the mere fact that they arc politicians. It is not our intention 
that the last statement bo construed as a blanket condcn nation of all politicians; 
as we in AVG believe that the three political parties have the best politicians 
money can buy, 

The Peace&Freedom party, and chose who supported Son. McCarthy will play 
a valuable roll in this take over. We know that the communist must have con¬ 
trol of a major political apparatus. We know too, that the Pea cc&i Free dorr, 
party, and the McCarthy machine could never become a r. ajor force in nat¬ 
ional or international politics. Their first function was to effect and aid in the 
fragmenting of the Democratic party. The real and most important objective, 
though was to gain the necessary experience in political work so they can eff¬ 
ectively do Che bidding of their masters when they swing into the Democratic 
party. 

When the Peace&Frecdom party folds up, and the supporters of McCarthy con c 
into the n ainstreart of the Democratic party, that will he a good indication 
that the take over has been effected. 

By 1970 we can expect to sec riots, crime, international tensions, economic 
collapse and chaos such as we have never seen before. By thi time the 72 
elections roll around, Nixon, and the entire Republican party will be so dis¬ 
credited, that anyone, so long as he has been stamped ’'Don ocrat M will win. 

It was theorized that the over all results that would accrue from a Republican 
win in 68 were greater in the long run than a Den.ocratic victory. So wr see 
when the convention is analyzed objectively, that they arc in fact keeping with 
their 1972 tin c table.

MEMO FROM THE NATXONA] COORDINATOR 

The National Council for a Responsible Firearms Policy (NCRFP) located at 
100 Maryland Avo. Northeast Washington, D. C, is very displease 1 with the 
mail order ban on guns. This is evident from a legislative bulletin shutout 
by J. F.lliott Corbett, Secretary of the* NCRFP dated July 26th. Covh. tt’s 
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ultra leftist activities are well documented in Frank A. Capelt's publication 
"The Herald of Freedom" of July 12th. 

The NCRFP is up6et because the House of Representatives failed to require 
registration and licensing of gun owners. According to this bulletin, they are 
disgruntled because law abiding citizens may still buy ammunition and the 
Director of Civilian Marksrr.cnship still makes available to junior gun clubs 
arms and ammunition to prepare then, for military service. 

We are well aware of the nefarious end they have in mind for America. Know¬ 
ing it and proving it are two different things. AVG can now prove it. Publicly, 
the NCRFP states they are not for confiscation, just registration and control. 

On June 17th of this year, Mr. Corbett wrote a very candid letter. This 
letter was writen on official NCRFP stationary and the views expressed were 
on behalf of the organization. Here then is an interesting quote from this 
letter. 

"We believe guns should he outlawed and provided the substance for such a hill 
to Senator Percy and Congressman Conyers about a week ago. Our organi¬ 
zation will probably officially take this stand in time but we are not anxious 
to rouse the opposition before we get the other legislation passed. "

ALL IWrOftfciATIOM COWfAliYSO 
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The Republic of New Africa is much in the news lately. Here are a few interesting facts about it- The Republic of New 
Africa (RNA) is a black revolutionary secessionist movement headed by Robert Frances Williams, a fugitive wanted by 
(he FBI on a kidnaping charge in North Carolina, and is now residing in Peking, Chinn. He keeps himself busy by writing 
an incendiary pamphlet called “The Crusader", which describes the How-to's of overthrowing the C.S. Government by force 
and violence. This pamphlet is freely distributed through the U.S. mails. 


Briefly, the RNA's objective is to take over the five Southern states of Mississippi, Alabama, Louisiana, Georgia, and South 
Carolina, ns well as those sections of big cities in the North and West where the blacks are dominant. To this end they are 
recruiting black militants and students into an army known as the Black Legion. 


During Williams absence, the RNA is being run by Richard and Milton Henry, who work out of Detroit. A police intelligence 
report contains a photograph of the Henry brothers meeting with Williams and communist revolutionaries in Dar ex Salaam, 
Tanzania. The Henry brothers were also investigated by the McClellan Committee because of their activities prior to, and 
during the 1%7 Detroit riot. 


Milton Robinson Henry is a 40 year old attorney, born August 27, 1919 in Philadelphia, Pa. He resides at 192 South Basset, 
Pontiac, Michigan. Henry is a former Air Force Lieutenant who was court martialed at Selfridge Air Force Base and dismissed 
from the service in 1944, charged with being absent 9 times in 13 days and disrespect to superiors. At his couit martial he 
was quoted as saying, when referring to the Russian and French revolutions, “In each case it was the minority which ruled 
and someday I too will be in a position to dictate." • 


In 1964, he was chief trial lawyer for UHURU (Swahili for Freedom) ar Mau-Mau Moaist oriented organization. In July 1967, 
Henri 1 representing the Malsoin X Society, signed a telegram sent to Governor Romney which promised to call off the 
insurrection if their demands were met. The demands included: withdrawal of all troops, release of all prisoners, amnesty 
for all insurrectionists. At Wayne University, October 10, 1967, Henry said, “The principle duty of black men is to make 
revolution. If it means burning this country to the ground, do it. Nothing short of revolution will suffice. The army is 
being formed from one end of the country to another." Henry has admitted on many occasions that he has an AR-15 and is 
training his entire family in its use. (AT'i U arc you listening?) 


Brother Richard Bullock Henry , 38, born May 2, 1930 in Philadelphia, Pa. resides M 16585 Muirlund, Detroit, Michigan. He 
is a government GS-11/2, technical manual editor (automotive) at the Army Tank Center, 28251 Von Dyko, Warren Michigan. 

In the period of 1965 through 1966 he was in the Group for Advanced Leudecship (GOAL 1 , the Mcdgar Kvers Rifle Club (MKRt 
and the Fox and Wolf Hunt Club (FW1IC). Richard has taken the African name “Imon" and under this name has recently 
authored a book, “War in America." 

On March 27, 1968 the Henry brothers sponsored a black nationalist convention in Detroit, attended by negroes from seven 
major cities. No whites were admitted. Delegates to the convention drafted a declaration of independence from the- U.S. 
Many indicated that they intended to renounce fheir American citizenship and become citizens of a new country. The 
declaration also demanded that blacks “who go into the streets, fight for (heir freedom and fall into American hands", be 
treated as prisoners of war rind a “government in captivity".

Procuring puulilt? ware? is of paramount importance in case of civil disaster; whether it is a result ofnalureor man made 
*»> • o lot. s» - icvolution. Each person needs at least seven gallons of water per week for drinking, cooking and 
mint mum personal hvgienc. Thus the value of storing potable water for emergency purposes is sell evident. 


lap water bus a shelf life of six weeks, boiled wafer of six months nnd distilled water of two years. Beyond these periods 
of time it becomes unfit lor human consumption. Any good absolutely clean container (hut can lie made uir tight when 
closed can be used lor storing wafer. Containers of plastic, stainless steel, wood or copper cun he used. Aluminium and 
brass containers should not be used for storage purposes. Glass containers may l»e used if protected from breakage. 

Each container should be labeled with the date that the water must be replaced. 

The water in the storage ’anks of home hot water heaters can lie used for drinking purposes, Hot wnter heaters have 
capacity ol from 15 to 60 gallons. They must, However, be kept free from nisi and sediment by opening the drain valve nt 
leas: once a month until the water runs clear. 


Should the public water supply become contaminated, the water migh T still he used for bathing and scrubbing household 
articles. For these purposes, bathtubs or any available large containers can be filled from the tap. 

It is o relatively easy task to sabotage reservoirs and pumping stations with chemical or biological agents. Unknown to 
most citizens, this was accomplished in Chicago during the 1968 Democratic Convention. Several yippies succeeded in 
putting .i run side ruble amount of LSD into the city water supply. Fortunately for Chicago, the automatic chlormnlor 
destroyed the effects of the chcmicul. Had the yippic$ known at that time that chlorine neutralizes LSD, they would have 
saved it for their own trips. If however, another substance, such as nn opium derivative were used, the results could 
have been disusterous; os chlorine in this case has no effect, 'Too, opium is not evenly diffusible which might have 
produced the grotesque situation of having a concentrated dosage come from one water fountain while another near by 
remains pure. 

Water can be purified by three methods-chemical agents, distilling and boiling. The simplest method lo purify water 

is b\ boiling. The water must be boiled violently for at least ten minutes, ‘lo purify water by chemical means, use one 
of the following methods. 


(1) Add three drops per quart or twelve drops per gallon of household bleach. Shake well and let stand for at least thirty 
minutes before using the water. 


r 2) Tincture of Iodine can be used following the same procedure and measurements. 

^^^vifjcalion tablets-Chlorine, HulazonC, Iodine tablets etc., can be purchased at drugstores, pharmacies, and 

irplus stores. Use in accordance with the instructions on the bottle. Usually one or two tablets arc sufficient for 
tig one quart of water. EvOty home should hove a supply of these tablets on hand.

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Distilling water is the most difficult method, but it is possible with a pressure cooker and a piece of plastic or rubber 
tubing. It is also possible to make simple stills, such as the solar still, and filters such as activated charcoal wafer 
filters. Consult the public library for books on the details of how to distill water.

"REMEMBER THE PUEBLO” 

., .That was the ringing slogan a short time ngo when that unhappy ship and its crew were held bv communist North 
Korea. Now we arc asked to forget the Pueblo, which is still held in enemy hands, b«l in remember that her Captain and 
crew volunteered a little more than name, rank and serial number lo their captors. In Kiel we are asked to entertain the 
idea that perhaps Commundcr Bucher was really the one at fault for the whole mishap. 

Now one can almost expect that the Navy Department, being subject to orders from Washington, would want lo pm the rap 
on Commander Bucher, but what comes as a surprise is that this clamor for a frame up should be supported by such stal¬ 
wart Conservatives as news commentator, Richard Cot ten and Georgia Senator Richard Russell. Both rushed immediately 
to the microphones to impugn the bravery of the Pueblo's Captain. Cotton muttered stale remarks about the commonplace 
heroism of World War II and Russell inferred that the Pueblo's crow were something less than heroes. 

AVG protests these attacks upon Commander Bucher and the crew of the Pueblo, h irst of oil, the situation is much 
different now than it was during WW—11. This isn't the America of WW -11 when our government harked its men to the hilt. 
These ore a bunch of comrads in Washington, and to serve them is to serve the enemy. Before 1776 if you support cm I the 
government, you supported the British. Today if yon support the government your supporting communism. Now our 
government refuses to win, and leaves its fighting men to the mercy of enemies whom it patronizes at every turn. It 
cannot be expected tfiabmen be willing to risk their all for a government that has already betrayed them. Secondly, it is 
becoming a habit »n this country lo kick the little guy and let the big boys; the real culprit*, go free.

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Our hiw enforcement agencies arc now admitting that they cannot fulfill their fuction to protect the citizenry in the event of 

a leftist uprising-or revolution. Thus it has become necessary for the people to provide for their own safety. Not 

only is this necessary, but it is also our right. Block militants and other revolutionary groups have been training for years, 
unimpeded by our government. One* of their battle plans calls for raids into the white residential areas. These raids will 
be of the hit and run variety. 

Generally, depending on the size and class of the particular neighborhood, these revolutionaries will drive down your street 
shooting and throwing fire bombs. If little or no resistance is encountered they will stop and invade some of the homes. 

AVG has decided to do something about this. We have organized Committees OF Public Safety, (COPS). These are not 
offensive units, but defensive units. COPS units are not a part of AVG per se, but secondary unils. AVG lends assistance 
in organizing these units, help with training, logistics, communication and supplies advisors. 

The purpose is not to organize entire blocks, but to train from one to three persons in each neighborhood in the art of counter- 
guerrilla warfuic and to build leaders. In such an emergency, these men will come forth and organize their neighborhood on 
the spot, take command, establish communication with other COPS units, arrange for logistics, medical help if needed and 
mobilize those who can fight. 

't hese leaders have already well «n advance mapped out a defense plan, cscap<^§u??s etc. In the event that an urea is overrun 
by the revolutionaries, these Coordinators will direct women and children to places of safely and evacuate the area and go 
to another where there is a COPS unit. This cannot be accomplished with out training and organization. 

Most people don't know or 3tc not aware that there is a leftist —revolution taking place m this country, and that (hey are 
targets. U is impossible to organize entire blocks due lo the apathy and ignorance of the average citizen. However, if there 
is one, two or even three person in any given neighborhood who has taken leadership training, counter-guerrilla warfare 
training, survival training etc. these men can and will whip their blocks into shape in an emergency.

The revolutionists have never been effectively opposed. Is it any wonder that the communists are so'jubilant? For one 
example, just look at the school campuses today. The revolutionaries have taken over. Never have they been seriously 
opposed by Federal, State or Local authorities. The comrads continue to issue increasingly outrageous demands and our 
school and governmental officials continue lo capitulate. The same thing will happen in your communities, they will be 
given away by governmental authorities. These criminals must be stopped. We must build an effective counter force. Only 
when they have met with defeat can we expect any change at all in the current trend. 

The above is but o brief glimpse into but one of the various programs of AVG.

MONEY 

This part of the bulletin is usually reserved for last; the part asking for donations. We 
don't like taking up good space and having to write this kind of material any more than you 
like to read it. However, we must face facte. The facts are that we cannot exist, organ- 
ize nor implement any of our programs without your support.

This money 
takes care of printing and mailing. But what of the cost of organizing, phone bills, travel 
expenses, compiling training material, intelligence operations, security operations and a 
hundred other items not covered by the subscription rates? One way to raise money is to 
contact those who have a lot to donate. However, they usually in turn want to attach some 
strings with their large ’’contribution". Wc don't think AVG would survive much of that, 
as that is the same sort of thing that has got this nation is the shape it i9 in today.

PATRIOTISM A RISKY BUSINESS? 

Not so; but many people think it is. Today there is an ever increasing tendency among 
anti-com muni sts to do nothing because they are afraid of what will happen to them if they 
are found out. They may as well join the enemy and become an active supporter of the 
communist cause; for their inactivity is accomplishing the same thing. This myth of 
"lying-low" so they won’t know who you are, is nothing more than a trap for conservatives, 
and most conservatives have become victims of this trap. The following is an exerpt 
from "Story of a Secret State" by Jan Karski, published by Houghton Mifflin Co. 1944 
which tells the facta as they are. 

.. During the next few months and later, I became aware of the curious, tragic, and 
paradoxical situation prevailing in Poland. It developed that in many respects it was a 
good deal better to be a member of the underground organization than to be a "white- 
collar" man, "loyal" or so-called "indifferent" to the augborities of the occupation, even 
in selfish terms. An underground man, ’except for the risk of being caught, with all that 
capture by the Gestapo entailed, enjoyed considerable advantages over the rest of the 
population. 

He had the protection of the organization and its efficient machinery at his disposal. He 
could secure good personal document a and obtain certificates of fictitious employment 
in German enterprises. He usually received a little money, had a number of addresses 
to retreat to, bornes where he could always find a little food, a bed and a place to hide 
from Gestapo raids on streets, even whole districts. 

Furthermore, he had the peace of mind resulting from the knowledge that he was serv¬ 
ing a good cause. He had the dignity of having remained indepentent and true to his be¬ 
liefs, while the turncoat was faced with universal contempt from those he attempted to 
join, from those he betrayed, and even from his own mind. 

No one at all stands behind him who knuckles under. He has neither security in his work, 
hnft life, or his liberty, "

CRIME CLEAN-UP? 

All political candidates promise some form of clean-up prior to election, and President 
Nixon is no exception. Nixon, like all politicians, has a strange way of keeping his cam¬ 
paign pledges.

(6) A foreign service officer. Irwin N. Scarbeck, delivered secret documents to the Pol¬ 
ish government after he was compromised by a woman who was working for Polish intell¬ 
igence.

SURVIVAL #3 


It is most important that you know your gun, particularly where it will shoot at any 
given range. Too many people talk about how much "drop" a particular cartridge has 
without knowing just what they are talking about. The amount of "drop" any given bull¬ 
et has depends on what range the weapon is sighted in for, and, the range beyond its 
zero you are talking about. 

Drop is a retativc thing. Lets suppose you are shooting a 100 grain bullet in a 6mm 
Remington and you have sighted in the weapon to hit the target at 250 yards. Your shots 
will print 8 1/2 inches low at 350 yards, which means you will have to hold over that 
amount when shooting at that yardage with that sight setting. Of course if you were sighted 
in to hit at 300 yards., your drop would be less then at 350 yard9. 

As a matter of survival, and just good sense, you should know where your shots will 
print at any range, regardless of the range your weapon is sighted in for. You should 
also know what changes to expect when switching to heavier bullets, lighter bullets, or 
bullets of different design. 

Most of us live in the city, and this is where the leftist-revolutionaires will bring the fight 
to bear, and where we will have to make our stand. It is very difficult to sight in a rifle 
for long range shooting in the city, and yet there may be times when long shots will be 
the order of the day. Thus it is important to know what your "point-blank" range is and 
where your shots will hit at ranges beyond that. 

The point-blank range i6 the distance from the muzzle where the bullet first crosses the 
line of 6ight. Once you know this it is possible to determine where your shots will hit 
at any range. Your "zero" is where the bullet intersects the line of sight the second time. 
Example: A 150 grain bullet fired from a 300 Winchester Magnum when sighted in for 
25 yards(point-blank range) will be on target at 250 yards ( zero). Any range closer than 
25 yards and your shots will hit low; between 25 and 250 yards your shots will hit high; 
beyond 250 yards they will hit low again. However, the bight above the line of sight which 
your shots will place is not con9tent. 

Example: Again taking the 150 grain bullet fired in a 300 Winchester Magnum with the 
point-blank range at 25 yards and the zero at 250 yards; between these two points your 
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shots will hit as follows: 3/4" high at SO yards, 2-1/4" high at 100 yards, 2-1/2" high 
at 150 yards, 1-3/4" high at 200 yards, on target at 250 yards, 3" low at 300 yards, 
and 7-3/4" low at 350 yards. 

Thus it is possible, while in the city to sight a rifle in for 25 yards, and know where 

your shots will hit out to 350 yards-without ever going to the country or a rifle range 

with targets set out at distances hard off the muzzle to sight in your weapon. 

The weight of the bullet plays an important role in where your shots will hiU For ex¬ 
ample, lets look at two bullet weights in the same caliber and compare the differences 
in the points of impact at the same ranges. We will use the . 308 Winchester, sometimes 
called the 7. 62 Nato. 

A 150 grain bullet in the . 308 when the point-blank range is 25 yards will shoot like this: 
On target 25 yards, 50 yards 4 l", 100 yards-V 2-1/4", 150 yards 4 2", 200 yards 4 1/2", 
250 yards - 2-1/2", 300 yards - 7-1/4", 350 yards - 13-3/4". 

Now compare the above figures with a 180 grain bullet fired in the same cartridge with 
the same point-blank range. 

On target 25 yards, 50 yards 4 1", 1 00 yards 4 1-3/4", l 50 yards 4 1-3/4", 200 yards 
-1/2", 250 yards -4", 300 yards -8-3/4" 350 yards -16-1/2". 

What this means is that you should know the points of impact at any range with any bullet 
that you may someday find necessary to shot in your gun----that is if you want a better 
chance to survive. Take your guns out now, while you still have the chance and find out 
where they will shoot at the various ranges with different bullet weights and design. 

Now most of us know that if we are shooting a 180 grain bullet in a rifle, and we then 
change to a bullet of 150 grains, that the lighter bullet will shoot higher if the sights 
are not moved. That is, if your gun was zeroed in at 200 yards, and then a lighter or 
a faster bullet is fired with the same sight setting, the lighter bullet which has a higher 
velocity will hit the target higher at the 200 yard mark. So far so good. 

It may cost you your life if you make this assumption under combat conditions with re¬ 
volvers. The opposite is true with the revolver. This is an interesting subject, and in 
the near future we will take up the question of point of impact with revolvers.

DRIVE TO SUBVERT THE NATIONAL GUARD 


Most of us can remember the controversy last fail when 355 California National Guards¬ 
men filed suit to prevent their shipment to Vietnam. They were members of the let Sq¬ 
uadron of Che 18th Armored Cavalry Division stationed at Fort Lewis, Washington. 

Their contention was that the Vietnam wac is illegal, (which it i9) and that they were not 
ready for combat despite that the training records showed that they were. They also con¬ 
tended that their records were altered to show a higher degree of battle readiness than 
existed. They were supported in this ploy by California's Representative Ed Reineke, a 
Studio City Republican. 

All of this was and is nothing more than an organized drive to subvert and demoralize the 
National Guard. The purpose of this of course i9 to insure that the National Guard will 
defend the leftist-revolutionaires, not the anti-communist citizen when guerrilla warfare 
breaks out in oar streets. That is a rather-hareh statement to make. But lets look at 
the facts which led to this conclusion. 

The National Guardsmen were supported by WILL RE1SSNER who resides at 4505 East¬ 
ern Ave. South, Seattle, Washington; phone: ME-2-6067. Reissner was a member of the 
NORTHWEST CAMPAIGN COMMITTEE of the SOCIALIST WORKERS PARTY and was 
nominated by the SWP for State Representative District 32-B. Reissner is a student at 
the University of Washington. 

Retired Methodist minister Rev. ROBERT SHAW, who re9ide9 at 512 Wellington Ave. 
Seattle, Washington, also supported the National Guardsmen. Shaw is the "Chairman of 
the University District Churches Joint Committee on Social Concern. " He is a member 
of the NAACP and sponsor of the PLATFORM for PEACE (i960). In 1966 he was a can¬ 
didate for Congress on the PEACE St FREEDOM PARTY ticket. 

Eight of the National Guardsmen engaged attorneys LEONARD W. SCHROETER and 
JOHN CAUGHLAN to represent them. 
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Leonard W. Schroeter resides ac 3130 Lakewood South, Seattle, Washington, phone: PA* 
5-9940. Schroctcr is president of the ACLtI in Washington and a member of theACLU's 
National Board. He is also Executive Directer of the Washington Regional Board of the 
ANTI-DEFAMATION LEAGUE. 

JOHN CAUGHLAN, whos office is at 220 2nd it Cherry, Seattle, Washington has a most 
interesting background. Twice, once in 1954 and again in 1956 he invoked the fifth amen¬ 
dment before the House Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA) when questioned 
about communist party membership. In the early 40's he was retained to institute legal 
proceedings on behalf of some dismissed WPA workers. He was hired by the INTER¬ 
NATIONAL LABOR DEFENSE. 

From 1949, 50, 56 it 57 he was a member of the Executive Board of the NATIONAL LAW¬ 
YERS GUILD. He has represented the WASHINGTON PENSION UNION, active in the WAS¬ 
HINGTON COMMITTEE to PROTECT THE FOREIGN BORN, 1948 candidate for the legis¬ 
lature on the PROGRESSIVE LABOR PARTY ticket, active in the CIVIL RIGHTS CONG¬ 
RESS in 1948, served on the Executive Committees of the WASHINGTON COMMON¬ 
WEALTH FEDERATION it WASHINGTON STATE COMMITTEE for FREEDOM for EARL 
BROWDER, and in 1962 he endorsed a petition put out by the NATIONAL COMMITEE to 
ABOLISH the McCARREN ACT. 

There is more to his background but this should give the reader an idea of his political 
leanings. We should mention though, that two former communist party members, Eliza¬ 
beth Boggs Cohen, and Barbra Hartle stated in 1954 before HCUA hearings that Caughlan 
had handled the communist partys legal work and advised party functionaries of proced¬ 
ures to be followed in regards to subpeonaa served to them by the Washington State Com¬ 
mittee on Un-American Activities. (Canwell Committee). 

One of the National Quardsmen, KARL J. THUN, hired attorney STEPHEN A. FELDMAN, 
a member of the Seattle law firm of McDONALD, HOAGUE 8c BAYLESS. Not to much is 
known about Feldman at this time; but we do know that he lives at 714 Boylston East, 
Seattle, Washington, phone: EA-4-4089. 

It was interesting and instructive to learn that Feldman's law partner, KENNETH A. MC¬ 
DONALD is Chairman of the WASHINGTON STATE BOARD AGAINST DISCRIMINATION. 
That just happens to be the same organization that started the push for sensitivity train¬ 
ing in the National Guard! ! ! 

Now if you still don't believe that the National Guard is a key target of the communists, 
then perhaps the following will convince you. 

The National Lawyers Guild held a meeting July 4, 1968 at the Miramar Hotel in Santa 
Monica, California. AVG penetrated that meeting and obtained the following information. 

In closed meeting, RUDI SCHWARE of Denver stated that lawyers should not be trying to 
get clients off in draft cases, but instead prompt these "potential agents" to work inside 
the Army and National Guard to bring about change. He said "Whether in the stockade or 
not, they would have access to other soldiers so that they could propagandize. M 

Schware mentioned his former problem of proving that he did not necessarily have a bad 
character jus*: brr^t'se he had belonged to the YOUTH COMMUNIST LEAGUE. He also 
pointed out th?t lawyers should not try to get so many out of the draft, and that the fight 
to subvert the ^ , i ’d be on two fronts, fight the draft, and, infiltrate the Army with 

those who v*U' r • v At this point attorney Harry Margolis stood up and said, 

"Which cQDbptrecy u.i • oin i " 

Neal Harring said, "The movement must take a schizophrenic position. As the resistance 
strengthens so the oppression becomes stronger. Lawyers must be "revolutionary 0 first 
and act as lawyers for the preservation of the militants. " 

AVG does not suggest that you write a few letters or call for investigations or whatever 
useless activities most conservatives would deem necessary in light of this information. 
Instead, we call to you to become active in one of AVG's various programs, or support 
our efforts in any way possible. One thing for sure; if something isn't done, we will 
stand alone for they are turning our military establishment against us.

As long as 
the United States Constitution is the law of the land, AVC will aJvocatc and pra¬ 
ctice Constitutional methods as opposed to present government-practices. 

To provide a system of con.n unication between the various American Nationalist 
organizations in Ml 6tates, and, to coordinate the forces of patriotism and guide 
these forces into constructive channels of action. 

To cooperate with any legitimate patriotic organization in any way however poss¬ 
ible. i. e. , To exchange pertinent inforn ation which will facilitate a particular 
endeavor. To assist whenever and however possible any legitimate pro-Ameri¬ 
can organization in a worth while project, etc. 

To engage in all legal activities which will frustrate and reverse the establish¬ 
ment supported "liberal" and comn.uni9t cause. 

To ferret out and identify clandestine communist and liberal operatives on all 
levels by means of research and other propitious --methods. - 

To re9i9t by all means the passage of laws which regulate the private ownership 
df firearms or which detract from the individual's ability-to defend his family 
and personal property. ’ • • 

To support men and women who hold appointed nr elected positions and political 
candidates who are known to be patriots and strict Constitutional adherents. 

To encourage respect for each individual's effort to care for himself. 1 

To uphold the individual's right to private property to be above that of govern¬ 
ment. 

l‘o attract (hose who reject the liberal welfare state programs that arc now en¬ 
dorsed by both n ajor parties, and which are used to run thi9 nation of profess¬ 
ional poor. 

To attract those who would encourage through private means the aiding of people 
to advance themselves to become self supporting. 

To build secure secondary units who's activities will complement those of AVG's. 

To provide in the event of the collapse of our national, state or local government 
and Alternate Volunteer Government which will provide satety for the citizen, re¬ 
store the law and reestablish domestic tranquillity. This volunteer leadership 
will be composed of responsible, capable and experienced persons who's dedica¬ 
tion to the United States Constitution and rights of the individual are primary in 
their lives. 

To irr pier, ent this function, AVG's National Advisory Board will forn a nucleus 
of leadership to restore our nation to Constitutional government. The Board will 
aid and direct persons at all levels of our nations functions an that the transport¬ 
ation, communications and commissariat of this nation can continue, drawing 
from associates of AVG and all other responsible American nationalist groups 
and individuals. The alternate volunteers will include people who posc-ss exper¬ 
ience in education, policing, utilities, military, transportation, medical, govern¬ 
ment and business administration, from the national level down to those of city 
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xn<i county. Through close comm unication and concerted effort these people will 
be reaJy to give aid to the nation when it becomes necessary. Once the nation is 
restored to its rightful state of peaqe, the emergency measures of the Alternate 
Volunteer Government will cease, and a government elected by the nation will be 
instituted. This will be a government under the rule of the Constitution. A gov¬ 
ernment that will understand that it cxist6 only at the will of the majority of the 
qualified voters and is always the servant of the people. A government which will 
encourage the individual to stand on his own two feet. A government which will 
extend the hand of friendship to all peacefull nations, but will not hesitate to take 
successful action against any power, domestic or foreign, that threatens the free* 
dorr- of this nation or any American citizen. 

THE ESTABI ISHMENT AND THE I EFT: 

Attention must be drawn to the collusion, whether by weakness or design, betweei 
the establishment and the rabble. They are salted with the same people. Inter¬ 
nationalists in the scat of government work in unison with the anarchists in the 
streets. They have caught the American people in a phony frame of- reference; 
between two fal9e alternatives. AVG will present a real alternative; a genuine 
opposition point of view. In brief we say, 'A plague on both your houses*' and 
affirm the right of revolutionary action set forth in our own Declaration of Indep¬ 
endence. 

THE VIETNAM WAR; 

The internationalists do not want an end to the war. The red rabble would then 
lose their n ost salient excuse to tear the country to pieces. Our youth arc forced 
to choose between losing their lives in-Vietnam or their bouIs to the revolution¬ 
aries. They can either die without victory abroad or livw- without honor at home. 
They must be made aware that the pressure cooker in which they now find them¬ 
selves is being carefully fired fron below by the anarchists while their collabora¬ 
tors in government clamp on the lid from above. For these reasons AVG opposes 
the organized murder of our men in Vietnam. We oppose the draft as did our 
Founding Fathers and the last great statesman Senator Taffc. We encourage youth 
to renounce both government and rabble positions on the war. Coinciding with 
this position, professional military men most refuse to be n arched senselessly 
over a cliff and reaffirm their duty to the nation rather than to the ruling clique. 

A distinction must be drawn between the pro-government and anti-government 
military. 

COII EGE CAM PUSES: 

The students must be shown that their left-wing educators are part of the crim¬ 
inal establishment. The blame for the chaos on the can.pus n ust not only be di¬ 
rected at the red student agitators but at the liberals of the educational system 
who through cowardice and mi8-management aided then, in bringing anarchy. 

Since university officialdom has lost control to the revolutionaries, AVG students 
will be trained to use whatever tactics necessary to break the red students hold. 
Student con mittees, with the help of the few ayn pathetic academicians already 
at our disposal, will run the universities for an interin. period of time. 

LAW AND ORDER: 

The institution of the police ia failing to fulfill its function to protect the citizenry 
largely because of ;overnment interference and in general, official and public 
cowardice. It therefore has become necessary for the people to provide for their 
own safety and defense. AVG will aid in establishing, and, coordinate the activi¬ 
ties of the various civilian defense units which are concomitant with American 
Volunteer Groups. 

POI ICIES: 

To finance AVj's activities and organization by monthly voluntary sustaining 
contributions. 

To accept no contribution, no matter how large, if the contributor attempts to, 
or expresses a desire to set or influence policy in return for the contribution. 

Participation and association may be denied at any time by the National Executive 
Committee. 

AVO's National Executive Committee has the sole authority to set policy and es¬ 
tablish guide lines for the National Coordinator to work within. 

The National Executive Committee has the sole authority to appoint or diani9S 
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the National Coordinator. * • 

The National Coordinator shall r» ake all necessary app ointrrtentB, subject to the 
approval of the Executive Committee. 

The National Coordinator shall organize and direct the various activities of AVC 
and its concomitant units. 

AVG is not a secret organization and will not and docs not engage in clandestine 
or surreptitious activities. However, it is AVG's policy that its associates and 
n.ailing lists are kept absolutely confidential and arc made available to no one ex¬ 
cept the National Coordinator and men bern of the Executive Committee. 

All literature published or distributed in the name of AVG must be approved in 
advance by the National Coordinator or the Executive Committee. 

All meetings of AVG are open to the press and we will cooperate fully with rep¬ 
resentatives of the news n.edia in keeping the public inforn.cd as to our plans, 
programs and activities.

AVC is not a "conservative" organization. Captain Ivicdrick G. "Bud" Johnson, 
our late National Chairman and founder knew that forming another ' conservative" 
organization would get us no where. For over thirty-five years the anti-con.n - 
unist conservative groups have been cn.ploying the same methods and prog ran b. 
But con munisn has not been deterred once by these archaic rr eihod9. Hr knew 
too, that we are now on the out9idc looking in, and that traditional conservatisrr 
is aiding and abetting it’s own destruction. It was therefore reasoned that a pro- 
gran; anomalous to the traditional anti-con n unist prograix s was needed. We in 
AVG believe we have a good program, and, that it will prove to be an effective 
one. 

AVG is not an "educational" organization. Nevertheless, there is a need for this 
type of activity; but wc do not engage in it as wc feel there arc enough of this type- 
organizations functioning already. We strive to bring those who have received 
their education into meaningful activities and put their education to good use. 

AVG is not a political organization. We believe under the present conditions, 
that placing all our faith, hopes and drear> s in a political solution to our problems 
is a naive atten pt to rationalize cowardice. However we arc cognizant that pol¬ 
itics is an integral part of the leftist-revolution taking place in this country. So, 
out of necessity, we too, must engage in political activities to various degrees. 

But keeping in mind that the force and apparatus necessary to halt this leftist- 
revolution will never accrue fron political action per sc. 

AVJ attempts to place those who sincerely wish to bcc on c active in a cate gory 
in which he or she has experience, ability or interest in. It makes little sense 
to place someone in an organizing capacity when their abilities lie towards re¬ 
search. Or to place someone who has ihc ability to recruit in our psychological 
warfare activities. 

AVG also has special activities for those few who qualify. In this field, above 
all others, the need for quality stands out above quantity.

C. OBJECTIVES 

The AVG has stated in its publications that "it is 
evident that our nation is duo for serious internal upheaval. 
Internationalists in the seat of our government are conspiring 
with the rabble and anarchists for the purpose of overthrow¬ 
ing the Republic of the United States by using whatever means 
necessary to achieve their goal." 

The AVG is self-described as a network of autonomous 
units under the direction of a National Coordinator and Civilian 
Advisory Board. It is an organization structured within a 
military framework but under civilian control. 

AVG is further self-described as a national organi¬ 
zation of patriotic, concerned Americans who are preparing 
themselves against the revolution taking place on our campuses 
and streets. The AVG declared that inasmuch as it is 
apparent that our lav; enforcement agencies cannot cope with the 
revolution on the campuses, and have admitted that they can do 
little when the revolutionaries bring guerrilla warfare to our 
streets, cities and homes, it has become necessary for the 
citizen to provide for his own protection and safety of his 
family. Organized AVG groups will serve as a last line of 
defense when guerrilla warfare grips our cities. 

The published purposes of AVG are as follows: 

(1) Our immediate goal is simply survival. Our 
long ranged goal is to salvage a remnant of civilization so 
that it might blossom forth again some distant day. As 
savagry and chaos descend upon us, we step outside the 
boundaries of conventional resistance and harden our hearts for 
the deeds that lie ahead. 

(2) To form AVG for the purpose of insurance when 
the present government falls victim of its own folly, leaving 
the nation in a state of chao3, void of law, the citizenry 
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defenseless and the Republic leaderless. As long as the 
United States Constitution is the law of the land, AVG will 
advocate and practice Constitutional methods as opposed to 
present government practices. 

(3) To resist by all means the passage of laws 
which regulate the private ownership of firearms or which 
detract from the individual's ability to defend his family 
and personal property. 

(4) To provide in the event of the collapse of our 
national, state or local government an Alternate Volunteer 
Government which will provide safety for the citizen, restore 
the law and reestablish domestic tranquillity. This volunteer 
leadership will be composed of responsible, capable and 
experienced persons whose dedication to the United States 
Constitution and rights of the individual are primary in their 
lives. 


(5) To organize and coordinate the forces of 
patriotism and guide these forces into constructive channels 
of action. These forces must be trained so they will be 
able to take successful action against any power, domestic or 
foreign, that threatens the freedom of this nation or any 
American citizen. 

In addition to the above five items , r I 

advised on July 15, 1969, that the basic purposo of the AVG 
is to combat the communist cause by providing a system of 
communications to coordinate constructive action of Patriotic 
organizations. The AVG proposes to engage in all legal 
activities which will frustrate and reverse the "liberal" 
and communist cause.

Sun Tzu, the noted Chinese military slraicgist, in his book "The Art of War" wrote; 

"If you know the enemy and know yourself, you need not fear the results of a hundred 
battles. If you know yourself, but not the enemy, for every victory you will suffer a defeat, 
ff you know neither yourself nor the enemy, you are a fool and will meet defeat in every 
battle." 

Sun Tzu's advice is as valid today as when he wrote 500 years before Christ, and it is as applicable to tire 
field of guerrilla warfare, psychological warfare and diplomacy as it is to conventional warfare. All of these 
fields of endeavor depend totally on intelligence for all aspects of their operational effectiveness. Without 
up-to-date knowledge of one's own capability and a realistic awareness of the intended target, any effort, 
whether it's political or military is almost certain to fail. Good intelligence is one of the prime reasons the 
communists have been able to launch a successful guerrilla campaign in the U.S. It follows then, (hat any 
worthwhile counter-guerrilla organization must have a crack intelligence apparatus to be effective. 

However, there are very few anti-communists if any, who have an accurate knowledge of Ihe complexities 
of intelligence gathering. Nor do they know how to apply known facts to operational endeavors, know how 
to relate information to organizational structure, know what type of intelligence is required for a particular 
activity or how to go about obtaining the information. This {ether factors excluded) is one of the primary 
reasons the right-wing has been a failure so far. 

Most rightists think in terms of cloak-and-daggcr operations when intelligence is mentioned. There are a few 
however, who do have sufficient mentality to go one step beyond and think in terms of information about 
individuals, backgrounds, past associations and activities. This type of intelligence is vital to the security of 
an organization, but it is of no value whatever toward developing an overall strategy. There are a few right- 
wing groups who are concerned about intelligence (only as far as internal-security is concerned), but vir¬ 
tually none of these groups have the knowledge or capability to build an intelligence apparatus which can 
contribute to the operational ability of the organization. Of course there are a couple of exceptions, bill 
these groups don’t have enough financial support, thus their ability to build such a specialized unit is 
limited. 

Since psychological warfare‘is such an integral part of the guerrilla campaign initiated against us. we will 
concern ourselves with certain aspects of psychological warfare intelligence in this article. 
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Psychological warfare intelligence may be defined as that body of knowledge resulting from the collection, 
evaluation, collation, andjoterprctalion ol pertinent infoi'mntitm&pncerning the opinions, attitudes, be- 
-liefs, sensitivities, and p^^rns ot rational and non-rationat bchi^^r that may characterize a group that 
one hopes to influence through propaganda appeals and other non-fcthal devices. 

Intelligence must contain data which will: 

(a) enable planners to draft realistic and feasible plans based on known or probable psychological vulner¬ 
abilities of the target audience, 

(b) provide (he planners wills materia! which may be used in propaganda output, and 

(c) enable the planners to assess the effectiveness of past operations. ' ’ 

Intelligence operations are directed toward three major groups: the enemy, neutrals and allies. It should be 
obvious why intelligence is collected about the enemy, but the reasons for conducting such operations to¬ 
ward neutrals and allies arc a little complex, but just as valid. 

The first reason for conducting intelligence operations toward neutrals is that they may not always remain 
neutral. Secondly, the mere fact that they are neutral automatically makes them a de facto ally of your 
enemy. 

Intelligence operations directed toward allies is probably the most sensitive of all operations. It is the least 
understood of intelligence activities and when detected, will strain the strongest relationship. Naturally, 
nobody likes to be spied upon, no matter how justified the activity may be. Nevertheless, it is a hard, cold 
fact of life that in order to survive, you must engage in thislype of activity. There are many salient reasons 
for conducting intelligence operations toward allies. 

The first is thal an ally must be considered a secondary clement of your own forces. Regardless of the fact 
that he’s your ally, it’s natural for him to withhold various amounts of strategic information. Thus, without 
this information you do not have an accurate picture of yourself. If you refrain from initialing intelligence 
activities toward him because it just isn’t "nice,” or because you may upset him. you are guilty of violating 
the basic principal of Sun T 2 u’s axiom. It is essential that you know your ally’scapability, his interests and 
his motivation. To what extent you can depend upon him and ta what extent he will support you. Thus, 
to know your ally, is to know yourself. 

Secondly, an ally may not always bo your friend. It is always possible that he’ll be your enemy someday. 
Provisions for this contingency must be considered. This is the major secondary reason for initiating intelli¬ 
gence activities toward allies. History abounds in instances of coalitions that dissolved; and the best of 
alliances is never very far from separation or even divorce. To be allies is to look in the same direction as 
one's neighbor v/hile keeping an eye on him; to march forward in step while taking care not to be tripped 
up; to issue joint statements in which no sign appears of the reservations and doubts that haunt each partner. 

The third reason for conducting intelligence operations toward allies is thal there arc two basic types of 
allies. The first type is the one who maintains the same ideological principals as you do but is not active 
with you in any joint efforts. Formally, that is. The second type is the one who is active with you on a 
formal level. In many cases it is actually more of a disadvantage for your cause to enter into an active 
alliance with another group or country. There is no way to know this though; that is unless you have ac¬ 
curate information about your ally. To obtain this information you must have specialized units (Political 
& Psychological Intelligence Units) within the main intelligence division. 

It was a psychological intelligence mission initiated by AVG that saved this organization from disaster. 
In mid-1969 AVG received several overtures from the Guardians Of Freedom (GOF), headquartered in 
Huntington Beach, California, suggesting that the two organizations work together on one or more joint 
projects. Their proposal seemed to have merit, and wc advised the GOF thal we would consider entering 
talks lor the purpose of establishing an active alliance. However, AVG did not have sufficient information 
about the GOF or its founder and National Chairman. Mr. Vern Stejskal. to warrant the formation of an 
alliance at that time. Our suggestion that a series of talks be initiated first simply brought time to gather 
necessary information before making any kind of commitments. 

AVG was seeking psychological intelligence, not tactical intelligence. To accomplish this, a primary probe 
code named "Operation Bluejay" was launched. After three months of operation, information from Blue- 
jay indicated that the GOF was absolutely worthless as an anti-communist organization in its present stage. 
However, there was some feeling among those working in Bluejay that it was possible to bring the GOF up 
to a level of effective functionalism; if a certain amount of tactical intelligence could be obtained. AVG In¬ 
telligence vras urged to initiate a secondary probe in hope ot making the GOF effective to some degree. 
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instead of letting it ro t and^asting the time of so many wcli-meai>i^) people. Although the small amount 
Qt tactical intelligence th^pras needed could have been secured ^BBIucjay, it was decided to launch a 
secondary probe named “Operation Tea Cup" to support Dlucjay, for two reasons. Operation Bluejay Was 
a long term opciation which was scheduled to run for several more months, and it was fell it would be too 
risky to have Bluejay branch out into a field which it was not intended to function in. 

The second reason for Tea Cup had nothing to do with the OOF. The situation that existed at that time 
with the GOF was "made to order” in regard to AVG’s activities. The feeling was, that although there was 
a chance to make the GOF effective, it was only a slight one. Thus, Operation Tea Cup, as opposed to 
Bluejay, was a very low priority and security operation. So, AVG took this opportunity to use Tea Cup as 
a vehicle to solve a personnel problem within Use organization. 

AVG had two members who had failed their training, v/cre poor security risks, would not maintain a con¬ 
fidence, and attempted to compromise the organization on several occasions by offering to sell us auto¬ 
matic weapons. Wo were about lo expel these members from the organization when the GOF came along 
with its offer. AVG's intelligence division decided to use the incompetence of these two members lo our 
own advantage. Above all things, these two wanted to be pics. They wore extremely incompetent and 
amateurish. For example: after AVG had refused to have a rything lo do with their weapons offer, they 
returned later and offeied to even supply us with the monev to purchase the weapons with! It was there¬ 
fore decided to let them burn themselves out in operation Tea Cup, and of course they would draw atten¬ 
tion to themselves which would divert any suspicion away from Bluejay. Our personnel functioning in 
Bluejay would keep abreast of the situation in regard to Tea Cup and thwart any efforts hy the two ama¬ 
teurs to compromise the GOF. 


The alarm first sounded when Stcjskal, the Chairman of the GOF, announced that he was initiating a tax¬ 
payers' strike and publicly urged all his members not to pay their taxes. AVG is in complete accord with 
the thinking of such a proposal, if it is properly executed though. In this case however, Stcjskal had not 
only made himself, but his entire organization vulnerable to the vicious attacks of the IRS. In the first 
place he had no legal arm to help his members fight off the IRS in the event of legal difficulties arising 
out of his proposed program. In effect, if any of his members followed his lead, they would have had their 
necks out a mile, and completely on their own without any backing from the GOF. 

It was pointed out to Stcjskal that if any of his members followed his advice they would bo subjected to the 
most intense investigation and harassment imaginable by state and federal authorities. That they would 
lose all their privacy. That their business, (if they owned one) would suffer, that the government would 
slap various liens against their property. That it would be next to impossible for them to ever go into busi¬ 
ness for themselves or ever get a loan. Most important of all, AVG pointed out that he had absolutely no 
provisions whatever for legal protection for his membership. None of this made any difference and he 
steadfastly proceeded with his plans. 

Stcjskal did however stand up and take careful notice when AVG also pointed out that the government 
could, and probably would bring him to trial on criminal conspiracy charges. If but one person refused to 
pay his taxes as a result of Stejskal's tax program. Stejskal would be guilty of conspiracy. We also pointed 
out that it would not be beyond the government to “produce" such a person just to get at him. We also 
advised him to retract his public statements regarding a tax strike, as this would get him off the hook. 
Stejskal was now most anxious to abandon his tax strike but confessed that he did not know how to go 
about writing a retraction. AVG wrote a retraction and Stejskal signed his name to it and had it published 
in the Santa Ana Register. 

Our members who were operating Bluejay were vrell entrenched and no longer needed the cover of Opera¬ 
tion Tea Cup. AVG was about to withdraw tile two amateurs and expel them from the organization. They 
sort of jumped ttie gun though, and resigned from AVG. They must have "dummied" up and realized 
what had happened to them. The GOT was immediately advised as to the nature of these two persons and 
we suggested for their own security that they not be allowed to participate in any GOF functions. It was 
more or loss expected that these two might attempt to inform the GOF about Operation Tea Cup in order 
to discredit AVG. However we had no way of knowing when this might lake place. Itwasoui hope that 
the GOF would be far-sightad enough to realize the nature of our probe and the vital necessity for it. 
It later proved that this hope was in vain. 



Stejskal embarked on a n^^schcme. He was gathering members would form (lie para-military arm of 
the GOF for the purpos^W invading Cuba!'.! He wanted titty pm^e and promised that ho could secure 
cnouglt dinghies with outboard motors to make the voyage. Now AVG is in accord with the idea of invad¬ 
ing Cuba and getting Castro; but an invasion of fifty rag tag anti communist forces making a landing with 
row boats is shear lunacy. There are a multitude of legal and physical dangers involved with such a venture. 
These dangers arc totally disproportionate to the gains, as the project was sure to fail. We advised the GOF 
and Stejskal that if their members were not picked up by the federal government before they left, the CIA 
would probably sec to it that they met with a scries of accidents. If they succeeded to set sail, they would 
probably drown al sea, and in the event they made a successful lauding, Castro would shoot them. So what 
was the point? Stejskal agreed that at least one of the mentioned disasters was cerlain to bet3ll his army of 
pot-bellied patriots; but tile point was that they would become martyrs, and thus awaken the American 
people. 

The GOF did not abandon its plans for invading Cuba until Stejskal learned that he personally would be 
subject to criminal proceedings, even though he would not take an active part in lire attempted invasion. 
For some reason, whether through design or ineptness. Stejskat seemed to have a proclivity for placing his 
associates and the members of the GOF in extreme danger of life and liberty with a total disregard for their 
safety. And it did seem strange indeed, that none of these plans ever called for him to be an active partici¬ 
pant. 


The two amateurs by this time bad informed the GOF about Operation Tea Cup. Of course they had no 
knowledge of the existence of Bluejay. Naturally, the GOF became quite upset over this new bit of informa¬ 
tion. And in spite of our warnings, Stejskal chose to believe the worst about AVG and accepted the two 
provocateurs with open arms. The reader should remember that Tea Cup was never intended to gather a 
large amount of information, only enough to help us evaluate the GOF’s potential and help us ascertain 
whether or not an alliance would be propitious. The main objective of Tea Cup was to frustrate and expose 
the two persons working in it. As v/as to be expected, the GOF figured they had stopped a major effort ot 
AVG. They naturally assumed too. that AVG was out to do them harm. This of course was erroneous, as 
we were onty seeking information. 

After the whistle was blown on Operation Tea Cup the reaction it engendered from the GOF made any 
possibility of a formal alliance impossible. But, since Bluejay was still in place it was quite possible for the 
GOF and AVG to cooperate on selected projects without the knowledge or consent of the GOF. So, the 
security break on Tea Cup did not do any real harm to the plans of AVG, it only means that a slight 
change in methods had to be adopted. Thus, Bluejay continued to function hoping against hope that we 
might find just one thread of worthwhile material in the GOF to work with. 

Subsequent to learning about Operation Tea Cup, the GOF called a secret meeting at Stejskal’s home for 
the purpose of mapping out retaliatory action against AVG. Their plans were well under way and they had 
many nasty things in mind for AVG when someone happened to observe that AVG's Security Division 
would, in all likelihood, respond rather unfavorably to such an attack. Stejskal thought this possibility over 
for about three minutes — then abandoned tiis plans. 

Subsequent intelligence reports furnished by Bluejay wore commensurate with our initial findings con¬ 
cerning the GOF. The reports stated that the GOF v/as a loosely structured organization totally unable to 
initiate constructive anti-communist activities. They lacked all of the necessary elements needed to com¬ 
prise a successful counter-guerrilla organization. The GOF had no way whatever, of protecting its members, 
and even exacerbated the situation by repeatedly placing its members in dangerous situations. This was 
done without thought for their safety or security, and dangerous operations were abandoned only when 
the leadership of the GOF felt it necessary for their personal safety. 

Many of the GOF's members and leaders were opposed to an alliance with AVG, or any organization for 
that matter; as they regarded themselves as the true "guardians of freedom." Stejskal on the other hand 
seemed to be far-sighted enough to recognize the value of an alliance. However, there were several mem¬ 
bers of the GOF who fell that he wanted an alliance with AVG because he knew he could not make a sue 
cess of the GOF without outside help, especially without the benefit of AVG's Intelligence Division. 

The report continued: The main policy of the GOF. whether through design or pure rneptness. tends to be 
one of commiting other people and organizations to impossible schemes, without backing, without ade 



qustc planning, without alternate or contingency plans and without regard for the safety and security o 
the individual. 

AVG followed the advice of its Intelligence Division and abandoned any plans for cooperation with the GOF 
Had AVG not had the shill and ability to initiate such an intelligence probe, we may not have noticed thr 
dangers of an alliance with the GOF until it was too late. This is but one example how a crack intelligence 
unit can spell the difference between survival and disaster. Operation Bluejay was concluded in March 
of 1970. 

Psychological intelligence contributed significantly to the defeat of Japan. Controversy raged in Washington 
over our propaganda tieatment of the imperial institution in Japan. The liberal intellectuals urged that we 
should attack this as the prop of a fascist state. They maintained that it was dishonest and a betrayal of 
American ideals to allow the Japanese to assume that we would tolerate the monarchy after our victory. 
The general objection to this policy was based in the belief that the solution to conflicts between the 
United States and other people can never rest on a cultural imperialism that insists upon the substitution 
of our institutions for theirs. The imperial institution was the nucleus of the Japanese sentiment system, 
to attack it openly would only intensify and prolong Japanese resistance. 

It was proved, historically, that it's alv/ays more effective to preserve some continuity in the existing 
social organization and to v/ork at reorganization from an established base. (This is exactly the same method 
ol culture substitution that has been going on in the U.S. for many years.) This point was piovcn workable 
many years ago when the British created the principal of "indirect rule." Thus, if the United Stales wanted 
to destroy the monarchy, the program would have to start from the cultural base of the enemy. When an 
institution is destroyed by force from without, there usually follows a compensatory and often destructive 
reaction from within. If a culture pattern collapses as a result of internal developments, the change affected 
is more likely to last. 


Finally, it is not sufficient to inform or attempt to sway the governments of other stales through conven¬ 
tional legal and rational documents of statecraft. This can only be done if the goals and reasons for them 
take account of the situation and the sentiment patterns of the target people. 


Our military effort against Japan was greatly impeded because our military leaders had failed to head Sun 
Tzu's advice; that is, they did not know their enemy. The attitudes and reasoning of our top military men 
followed a normal sequence of logic, but that logic was based in the Judiac-Christian culture system, which 
just isn't applicable to the Asian cultural system. This inadequacy on our part first surfaced in the field of 
intelligence, and was then transmitted to the soldier in the field, which ultimately caused us to waste a tot 
ol American lives. Time and again, our military feeders would be given accurate information about ll'.a 
enemy, but because we did not really know our enemy, the intelligence would not be believed. This hurt 
dearly. And strange as it may seem, anthropologists attached to the Psychological Warfare Intelligence had 
all the necessary information about the Japanese social organization all the time and it was not until later 
in the war that this information was used to our advantage. 

The following illustration will show that contrast between the “logical" or "common sense" attitude of 
our top military leaders as opposed to the realistic or factual position of our men in psychological intelli 
gencc. Most of our top military men reasoned this way; We know that the Nazis are fanatics, but the 
Japanese have proved themselves even more fanatical. How can leaflets and broadcasts possibly affect the 
soldiers who go readily into a Banzai charge or fight under hopeless conditions in a cave, finally blowing 
themselves to pieces with a hand grenade? Therefore, why should the lives of our men be risked in attempt¬ 
ing to secure more prisoners when It is obvious that Japanese prisoners will not provide us with accurals 
intelligence? 

This attitude is logical and does have a lot of common sense behind it. Bui, it is erroneous. It docs not 
take into account the cultural system or social organization of the Japanese. It assumes that all human 
beings would piclure the same situation to themselves in identical terms. An American prisoner ot war 
felt himself to still be an American and looked forward to resuming his place in American society after the 
war. A Japanese prisoner however, saw himself as socially dead. He regarded his relations with his family, 
his friends, and his country as finished. Bui since he was physically alive he wished to affiliate himself v/:th 
a new society. To the astonishment of oui American military, many Japanese prisoners wished to join the 
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American Army and were, in their turn astonished when they were told this was impossible. They will¬ 
ingly wrote propagandas^ us, spoke over loudspeakers urging lAown troops to surrender, gave detailed 
information on JapaneS^/ositions and the military situation in^Kicral, During the later part of the war 
many Japanese prisoners flew in American planes within forty-eight hours after their capture, spotting 
Japanese positions. Many were even allowed to return to their lines and brought back indispensable in¬ 
formation. 

From the American point of view there was something absolutely fantastic about all this. American mili¬ 
tary leaders did not understand this, and therefore refused to believe it. which in turn cost us many Ameri¬ 
can lives in the first half of the war. True, the behavior before and after capture was utterly incongruous. 
The incongruity, however, rests on a cultural point. The Judiac-Christian tradition is that of absolute 
morality. In theory then, the same code of conduct is demanded in all situations. But Japanese morality 
was a situational one. This is. as long as one was in situation "A," one observed the rules of the game with 
a fervor that impressed Americans as "fanaticism.” Yet. the minute one v/as in situation ”B," the rules of 
situation “A" no longer applied. 

It took American policy makers and military men a long lime to learn this. They had stereotyped the 
Japanese cultural system and interpreted it in terms of motives and images projected from the American 
scene. 

We can see from these examples that the American anti-communist movement must develop a functional 
intelligence capability before it can ever hope to affect the trends in this nation. It is incredible, especially 
in view of the huge amount of research that conservatives do, that they actually don't know their enemy. 
Moreover, they don't know themselves. They are repelled by the thought of conducting intelligence activi¬ 
ties toward allies; because the dogma of right-wing traditionalism forbids it. The phoney sense of ego. pride, 
and self-esteem makes it impossible for them to really understand their enemy because to do so would 
mean to admit to fifty years of inadequacy. 


AVG finds itself confronted v/ith three formidable enemies: 

The liberal left-wing which comprises all the elements of the revolutionary movement from the do-good 
socialists to the communists to the internationalists. The "silent majority” v/ho, in reality are simply de- 
facto allies ol the revolutionary left. And finally, the cowardly conservative right-wing, who are standing 
in their own ideological dung desperately trying to shovel their way out against an incoming tide of revolu¬ 
tion. If the conservative right-wing ever learned that their ideology is as bankrupt as our economy, and 
that it only serves as the established base from within to substitute our Western culture for the Asian 
culture, then they will have taken a giant step toward knowing themselves. Yet, as incredible as it may 
seem, the so-called patriotic right-wing remains steadfast to its ideology, its traditions and its dogma, even 
after fifty years of failure. The Maginot Line strategy of the conservative right must be destroyed before 
we can ever realize any gains against international communism. 

The guerrilla organization is comprised of many vital elements. But none are as vital as the intelligence 
division. And none will affect the organization's operational functions as critically as an intelligence division 
will.The guerrilla organization must have accurate knowledge of self, the enemy and the general population. 
The guerrilla organization must have accurate knowledge about the affect any of its activities may have 
with its allies, the enemy and the public; whether these activities are violent, political or merely propaganda 
The intelligence division must also be composed of all the necessary sub-divisions as well: internal security, 
political intelligence, psychological warfare intelligence, espionage units, counter-espionage, military intelli¬ 
gence and operation intelligence. ^ 

There are three basic requirements necessary for a successful guerrilla operation. They are: a political arm, 
a legal arm and a military arm. Still, if the organization does not have an intelligence division that can 
stand astride the three major elements and preserve continuity of purpose, direction and effort, the struggle 
will surely be lost. 

Today, as we are being compressed into a state of political, economic and spiritual collectivism, it should tie 
obvious even to a simpleton, that our international enemy has achieved all of the above requirements. And 

has had them for over fifty years,

THE PRICE OF LIBERTY

For sonic reason, anti-communist elements in this country like to identify themselves with our Founding 
Fathers. It seems to give them a sense of righteousness, pride and courage; that is, until the heat is put on. 
Ta kc_the Mlnutern cn f_o r_exam.plc. It would take a book to outjine the reasons for its failure, but basically 

_it_was due to a total_l a ck_ofjin__<d f ect i v e intelligencejrjn^a lack of effec tive internal security and a com- 

jilcte absence^ in believing in the ir ca'us e. If they had truly believed in thei£ cause, there would not have 
^been IV'mlny Minutemen ready and willing to Tlap lheir_javv_at the sight of the first federal agent who 
J Came _alonq . “ -- ” • .... 

Actually, there is absolutely no similarity between our founding fathers and the tongue wagging Minutemen, 
or most of the so-called patriotic right-wing today. When the heat was on, almost everybody looked for a 
chance to fink-out on Bob DePuqh and other members of the organization. They did not do this out e! 
hate, but out of fear, and out of a sense of insecurity in their own beliefs. Most of these people, and those 
of the entire right-wing included, don't actually believe their cause is right, or that they can win. Other¬ 
wise, they would not be as they arc — moral cowards. 

If you don’t believe the above proposition, then perhaps you should take a look at what happened to those 
men who signed the Declaration of Independence. 

Five signers were captured by the British as traitors, and tortured before they died. Twelve had their homes 
ransacked and burned. Two lost their sons in the Revolutionary Army, another had two sons captured. 
Nine of the 5G fought and died from wounds or the hardships of the Revolutionary War. 

What kind of men were they? Twenty-four were lawyers and jurists. Eleven wore merchants, nine were 
farmers and large plantation owners, men of means, well educated. But they signed the Declaration ol In¬ 
dependence knowing full well that the penalty would he death if they were captured. 

Carter Braxton of Virginia, a wealthy planter and trader, saw his ships swept from the seas by the British 
navy. He sold bis home and properties to pay bis debts, and died in rags. 

Thomas McKeam was so hounded by the British that he was forced to move his family almost constantly. 
He served in the Congress without pay, and his family was kept in hiding His possessions were taken from 
him, and poverty was his reward. 

Vandals or soldiers or both, looted the properties o( Ellery, Clymcr, Hall, Walton, Gwinnett, Heyward, 
Rultledge, and Middleton. 

At the Battle of Yorktown, Thomas Nelson, Jr. noted that the British General Cornwallis, had taken over 
the Nelson home for his headquarters. The owner quietly urged General George Washington to open (ire. 
which was done. The home was destroyed, and Nelson died bankrupt 

Francis Lewis had his home and properties destroyed. The enemy jailed Iris wife, and she died within a few 
months. 

John Hart was driven from his wife's bedside as she was dying. Their 13 children fled for their lives. His 
fields and his grist mill were laid waste. For more than a year he lived in forests and caves, returning home 
after the war to find his wife dead, his children vanished. A few v/ceks later he died from exhaustion and a 
broken heart. 

Norris and Livingston suffered similar fates. k 

Such were the stories and sacrifices of the American Revolution. These were not wild-eyed, rabble-rousing 
ruffians. They were soft-spoken men of means and education. They had security, but they valued liberty 
more. Standing tall, straight, and unwavering, they pledged: “For the support of this declaration, with firm 
reliance on the protection of the Divine Providence, we mutually pledge to each other, our lives, our for 
tunes, and our sacred honor." 

These men had the courage of their convictions. Do you have it?

GUERRILLA WARFARE ™t S « 

(Propaganda No. 2| 


The term psychological warlarc did not gain currency in the U.S. until Wort,.; War II. The idea that the em¬ 
ployment of psychological warfare by the U.S. is a comparatively recent innovation rests on a misunder¬ 
standing of the character ot psychological warfare and American history. American history is replete with 
examples of what today is called "psychological warfare." An objective view of American history and 
psychological warfare can lead to but one inescapable conclusion that the only thing new about it is its 
name. 


As was shown in part one ot this series on propaganda, one can do psychological wariare without doing 
propaganda; but one cannot do propaganda without doing psychological warfare. Propaganda is an ancillary 
element or activity of psychological warfare. Two illustrative examples showing the differentiation between 
psychological warfare per si, and psychological warfare through the employment of propaganda may help 
clarify this point. 


General George Washington utilized a technique of propaganda to confuse the enemy and to create dis¬ 
content in their renits by instructing his men to tie to a rock and then throw to the redcoats a strip of paper 
that had been printed to this effect: 


PROSPECT HILL 

1. Seven Dollars a Month 

2. Fresh Provisions and in plenty 

3. Health 

4. Freedom, ease, affluence and a good farm 


BUNKER HILL 
t. Three pence a day 

2. Rotten salt pork 

3. The Scurvy 

4. Slavery, beggary and want 


The above illustration shows that the Colonial forces were aware of the value of propaganda. A tactic of 
psychological wariare utilized by Washington's men caused many a redcoat to floe in terror. 


Washington's men would take cither dead British soldiers or live prisoners, whichever were available at the 
time, cut them up and catapult the pieces into the enemy positions. The British were aghast to sec chunks 
of flesh, arms, legs and entrails of their comrades sailing through (he air into their positions. This was pure 
psychological warfare. 


The obvious question is. wtiy didn't the British use the same tactics against the Colonial forces? They did. 
But instead of causing the Americans to flee in terror, it reversed the clfcct and only stiffened morale. 
This anomaly is betlcr understood when we look into the general backgrounds of the two warring factions. 
The Americans were brought up more or less in the wilder ness. They had spent most ol their lives hying to 
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carve out a civilization in the midst o( Indians, adverse weather and British imperialism. Violence, death 
and extreme hardships wcri^^vay o( life. Out most important ot all^kis their cause. It was just, and they 
believed in it. And the sigh^OT carved up bodies (lying through the a^^as not enough to cause terror, hut 
certainly enough to stilleo their morale and determination to tight on — and win. 

The British, on the other hand, had an entirely dilfcicnt background. They sensed their cause was not just, 
and there was nothing for the British soldier to gain personally by giving his all in battle. 

Washington knew himself, and he knew the enemy. Successful propaganda or psychological warfare .activi¬ 
ties depend totally upon correct analysis of the intended target group. It is not enough to have knowledge o( 
tactics per se. as tacticat propaganda must be developed through close coordination with psychological in¬ 
telligence (see September ftVG Report). 

The Civil War brought pnapogandS activities up to an organized level. Propagandists used the issue of aboli¬ 
tion for Northerners Id rally around. The North already had a keen dislike for (he institution of slavery and 
it was quite a simple matter lu build a propaganda campaign around this issue. The Emancipation Piocla- 
mation is one of the most) Signtficaat propaganda documents in American history. Lincoln spent a great 
deal of time scrupulously contemplating its contents before issuing the document. His main considerations 
were military, and his main concern centered around the cause which would enable a strong military capa¬ 
bility in order to successfully fight the South and preserve the Union. 

The American people today will tell you that Lincoln was violently against slavery. They tell you this be¬ 
cause propagandists have been telling the world this for over a hundred years. Slavery, of course was not 
the issue. But the issue of slavery is perhaps the slickest propaganda trick ever devised by the internation¬ 
alists. It intensified Northern hatred of it, and it made the task ol the Confederacy near impossible insofar 
as gaining support at home and abroad. 

The truth about Lincoln's position on slavery is self evident from a statement he made concerning the sub¬ 
ject in 1862: 

"My paramount object in this struggle is to save the Union, and is not cither to save or to destroy 
slavery. If t could save the Union without freeing any stave, I would do it; and if I could save it by 
freeing some and leaving others alone, I would do that.” 

What this means is that through the use of propaganda several generations of Americans have been psycho¬ 
logically manipulated info believing that what wasn't, was. This is the purpose of propaganda. 

The propaganda service of the Confederacy had a most difficult task; which was to sell a very unpopular 
institution (slavery) in Europe. The Confederate State Department entrusted this task of spreading the 
“truth'' in Europe to two men. One of them. Henry Hotze, a native of Switzerland, well educated, intelli¬ 
gent and a brilliant journalist. His colleague in this endeavor. Edwin DeLeon, the Confederacy's spokesman 
in France, fell far behind Hotze in ability and finesse. Indeed, DeLeon was a disaster. His qualifications 
for this delicate assignment seemed to hinge upon bis close personal friendship with Jefferson Davis. His 
close association with Davis and other leaders, inspired in him ambitions far transcending Ihosc ol maker 
of public opinion and largely explained his undoing. Certainly he could not complain of naggardly treat¬ 
ment by the Confederacy. The Confederate Treasury gave Hotze $750 as working capital fora propaganda 
campaign in Great Britain and DeLeon $25,000 (or the same purpose in France. DeLeon began distributing 
his $25,000 in lavish fashion, and certainly his efforts added much to the nighl-iife gaiety of Iho French 
capitol. The results were somewhat magical. Newspapers that had opposed Jelferson Davis now became his 
valiant champions. However, a stumbling block slood in the way ol success. French newspaper readers were 
acquainted with the all too familiar pattern of fabricating public opinion. 

Other complications rendered DeLeon an odious embarrassment to Davis and the Confederacy.On leaving 
Richmond, fhe Secretary of Stale had given DeLeon extremely confidential letters from Benjamin to 
Slidell. One of the messages contained a bribe, in which Benjamin had sought to bribe Napoleon III into 
recognizing the Confederacy and breaking the blockade. During the voyage to France, DeLeon opened and 
read these communications; and wlten he presented the documents, with broken seals, to Slidell, that 
diplomat’s anger knew no restraint and instantaneously made him DeLeon's cnerny. Slidell tolused lo intro¬ 
duce him to French officialdom, or to facilitate his missionary efforts in any way. DeLeon retaliated by 
writing an abusive dispatch about Slidell to Secretary Benjamin; and at the same lime, evidently stung by 
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French Mtficwlc, he expressed unfavorable opinions o! the French people and their government, Both De¬ 
Leon and Benjamin were Jews, hut no fraternal feelings dcllectedJhc Secretary ol Stale Iroin Iris dirty, 
DeLeon relumed to Hich^Bid in total disgrace. 

Hotze proved to be as great a success as DeLeon had been a failure. A comparison of their respective ettorts 
contrasts alt the crudities and refinements of the art of propaganda. In mental and literary equipment. 
Hotze was by tar (he superior man. He possessed a suavity, a subtlety, and silence in method fliat dislin 
guislicd him above all others in his field. No flagrant bribery for Hofzc; he approached his problem in lar 
more insinuating guise. Hotze was ever so silent as he plied his craft. Indeed, as it was not unill the publica¬ 
tion of his official papers in 1922 that many Americans had ever heard his name. 

Hotze achieved an accurate grasp of British motives in the American contest shortly after his arrival in Eng¬ 
land. Hotze concluded the British attitude to be intensely selfish. Bui unlike DeLeon, who published his 
opinion broadcast. Hotze wrote his observations only in carefully guarded communications lo his Govern¬ 
ment. Hotze saw that British sympathy in the Confederate cause rested totally on British interests. Britain 
welcomed American strife because it would open a vast profitable market to her manufacturers. The North, 
by insisting on a protective tariff, had closed this field to English goods; and it was the avowed intention of 
the South to prohibit Yankee importations and to adopt free trade with Europe. 

Hotze’s opinion of the London press was not much more complimentary; of whose favor it was his duly 
to conciliate. Hotze soon discovered an ingenious way of utilizing the London papers for the advancement 
of the Confederate cause. The London press of that day supported a trained group of editorial writers, 
attached to no particular paper. These free-lance journalists wrote their articles and submitted them on the 
chance ol acceptance. The pay they received tor their contributions was good, two to ten guineas, $10 fo 
$50, for an article of ordinary length. These writers, like all practitioners of the craft, had their weary 
moments when Ihey liked to avoid mental exertion, and well-written acceptable essays such as Hotze's 
proved godsends — especially as all profits accrued to their advantage. Hotze had swept eight or ten of the 
best free-lance writers into his orbit and supplied them with well written, pro-Confederate propaganda 
which found its way into the loftiest sanctums in London. He penned most informing interpretations of 
what was known in England as the "American question," and presented them gratis to chosen favorites 
among his little fraternity. No one knew the secret except the two parties in question. 

Hotze was able to twist comment on the fall of Fort Donelson in a way lhal made it took almost like a 
Confederate victory. On February 22, 1862, Jefferson Davis was inaugurated permanent President of the 
Confederate States of America. This event would have passed unnoticed in the British press had if not been 
for a leading editorial, written by Hotze and submitted by one of his writers, in the Morning Post hailing 
it as a great historic event. The Morning Post was the personal organ of Lord Palmerston, Prime Minister, 
and the medium he constantly used to broadcast unofficially his views and policies. Because of fhc editorial, 
especially since it appeared in the Morning Post, whispers circulated throughout government officialdom 
that Palmerston himself had written it; and it was concluded by many in government that England had 
officially recognized the Confederacy. Hotze, in all of his writings, studiously maintained an "English 
point ot View" and took caic not to advance too far beyond recognized public opinion. The combination 
of good writing, ostensibly submitted by Englishmen, made the pro-Confederate propaganda look like any¬ 
thing but propaganda. 

British sympathy toward the Confederacy rested solely on econom c reasons. And this was the foundation 
on which Hotze rested his propaganda campaign. But a deep chasm existed between the British and the 
Confederacy on philosophical grounds. The institution of slavery became a constant irritation and stumbling 
block fo Holzc in his efforts. No matter what Hofzc did to improve the image of the Confederacy, he 
would always find himself bombarded with the most pungent questions and remarks about slavery. As 
able as Hotze was, lie could never justify this peculiar institution to the satisfaction of the British. To the 
British, and the rest ol Europe for that matter, slavery became a symbol which personified fhe substance 
of fhe Confederate cause. 

Hotze never understood European aversion to what, in bis opinion, was a boncficient institution. The 
“editorial tyrants." as lie called them, who would not admit apologies for slavery in their columns, repre¬ 
sented the greatest obstacle to success. And it was (his symbolic nature of slavery which had Hie baleful 
effect in defeating the Confederate cause in Europe. 

Symbolism, when coupled with piopaganda becomes a most potent weapon. Symbols ot emblems have no 
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meaning in themselves. The emblem of the Third Reich, flic swastika, can he traced to prehistoric times in 
Europe and America. Its ori^Hl significance was that of a good luck^fer. Bui the image or altitude the 
swastika, conveys today is entirely ditferent than it was in pre-Nazi d^^. Today, the swastika represents 
the ideology of Nazism, and this is the result of Nazi propaganda. 

The so-called "peace" symbol of the revolutionary left can perhaps better illustrate this point. The peace 
symbol has its historic significance as that sign of the anti-Christ, the broken cross, the crow's foot or the 
sign of the occult. But in realistic terms, the peace symbol per se, means nothing. Any meaning or signifi¬ 
cance that may be attached to the peace symbol is the direct result of propaganda, primarily from the left- 
wing. The peace symbol is a form of positive propaganda, which means that any historic interpretations 
placed on the symbol by the right-wing are meaningless. 

To the revolutionary left, the peace symbol does not represent the "anti-Christ," or the "broken cross,” 
but instead it means a way of life, a philosophy and an aggressive or revolutionary attitude. The peace 
symbol embodies a complete ideological concept in terms of achievement. To the radical it symbolizes 
the "cause" behind revolutionary action; to the pacifist it symbolizes his narcissistic way of life; to the 
liberal it symbolizes his utopian dream world; and to the international communist its the symbol of his 
nihilistic culture. 

The peace symbol is a smashing success. Without a word being uttered, ils display will unite and direct Ihe 
forces of destruction almost instantaneously. This did not result due to the design of the symbol, or be¬ 
cause of its ancient significance, but solely because of propaganda which identified its ideological roots 
with the symbol in order to convey a total concept on a single glance. It is not valid tor us to say the peace 
symbol represents all that is evil or destructive, for it is symbolic of progress (the establishment of an Asian 
culture over the ruins of our Western culture) and positive thought to those who embrace the life patterns 
it signifies. 

The positive concept which the peace symbol conveys to the left is further demonstrated insofar as the 
group it identifies with. Tfte symbol is fhc emblem of a "movement,” which differs considerably from an 
"organization.” A movement is a "cause” in motion. It is progressive and futurist in its natural state. The 
revolutionary left is an organized movement with purpose, direction and objectives. Once a movement 
reaches its goal, it ceases to concern itself with the future and concentrates on the now. An organization 
is by nature, stagnant. It seeks to solidify the gains of the past and to secure the economic, social and 
political status of its leaders. Any symbol therefore, which is clearly identified with an "organization" is 
negative in its concept and will not supply the impetus for revolutionary change. In Ihe most basic terms, 
an “organization” is a "movement" that has arrived; and in time, will regress because it is built upon the 
bones of the past. 

The peace symbol, when objectively viewed theiofore, is a positive propaganda symbol which gives impetus 
to revolutionary concepts and supplies a total embodiment of motivating force for the varied personal 
interests of the left wing. Thus, this symbol, though positive in the sense of propaganda, is a most powerful 
and destructive weapon. 

Feeble attempts to neutralize the force of Ihe peace symbol have been tried by various anti-communist 
groups. The weakest attempt is that of harping on it' historic significance. But the historic intent loses all 
meaning in light of its contemporary image. The most noteworthy attempt to neutralize ihe uniting io'cc 
of the peace symbol was the counter-symbol of the Minutemen — the cross hairs of a.riflo scope with the 
accompanying words: "Traitor beware, even now (he cross hairs arc on the back of your neck.” This 
attempt to bring the symbol of the cross hairs to an equal status of the peace symbol failed miserably.This 
failure is of importance and interest to the student of propaganda. 

The cross hair symbol is negative in every respect. We can agree with the intent behind this move, but 
time and events have shown the cross hair symbol to be counter-productive. To the right-wing Ihe symbol 
projected a concept of "defensiveness" or “icsistance," which cannot be interpreted in terms of achieve¬ 
ment. Bob DcPugh, founder and leader of Ihe Minutemen attempted lo make the cross hair symbol the 
emblem ol an identifying ideology. Bui the cross hairs signify violence, assassination and war, and there is 
just no possible way that these concepts can he sti etc licet into positive attitudes. 

It is significant to delve into anti-communist propaganda in gcneiat, as it is virtually all negative in its con- 
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ccpts. Tlic essence of conservative propaganda is lo maintain what we have, defeat communism (o ((elentl 
ouisclvcs. Conscrviifivcs do i^klhink in positive terms such as building.! belter system over tlie ruins of 
our communist controlled es^pislirocnl; ol considering all communisl^fcri liberals in the U.S. as Icclinical 
prisoners ol war wlio only have to be rounded up when il will suit our purpose; or as General Patton might 
have put it: going through those Bo'lshcvik'bastards like crap through a goose. 

The generally negative attitude of conservatives is the result of communist propaganda. Communist propa¬ 
ganda continuously stresses ils inevitability. This approach takes on meaning in view of the constant bomb¬ 
ings, riots. Supreme Court decisions and so on. Ot course the Conservative has no intention ot giving in to 
the inevitability of a communist controlled nation, but then (be propaganda he is subjected to is not specifi¬ 
cally intended to do this. It is true that a great many of the American people fall prey (o this kind of intimi¬ 
dation, but not the conservative. The conservative reacts by degenerating into a state ot stupefied awe of 
his enemy. He is semi-convinced of the "inevitability" of communism, but will not give in. So his only 
alternative is to resist, to try to hold the tine, but never advance. This mgative altitude is then further 
enhanced by conservatives themselves, who in most eases, unknowingly parte Red propaganda. The nega¬ 
tive concept, that we should not consider violent melhods against communists on the grounds that “violence 
is just what the communists want," or "we would be playing right into their hands," that we must "edu¬ 
cate" the masses about communism or observe the rules by fighting communism within the “law" is nothing 
more than communist propaganda that is promoted by con ervatives. 

There are over thirty-five hundred right-wing organizations, groups and committees in the U.S., and prob¬ 
ably just as many or more left-wing organizations on the other side. And in general there are at least ten 
times more anti-co.nmunisls in this country than communists or pro communists. Why then, in view of 
the equal balance organizationally, and in view of the fact that we out number our enemy, do they con¬ 
tinue to take this nation and we continue to lose? It is the general negative attitude of conservatives which 
is caused by red propaganda. 

The revolutionary left thinks in terms of a “movement” comprised of several organizations. The right, how¬ 
ever, thinks in terms of "organizations" going nowhere. The conservative is an authority on the history of 
international communism and its origins. But this means nothing, as it concentrates totally on the past, 
with little thought about the "now" and no thought whatsoever about the future. This is truly strange, be¬ 
cause traditionally the conservative is productive and creative. But Red propaganda has twisted the con¬ 
servative attitude from a positive state to a defensive state. We reached the zenith of negativism with the 
emergence of (he John Birch Society who busied themselves with “education" and the historic origins of 
international communism and the Minutemen who concerned themselves with a "last line of defense" after 
the communist take-over; which is like making preparations to close the barn door after all the horses gel 
out. • •• • ... 

Negativism is not necessarily a natural slate, especially among conservatives. But, it was easy to bring about 
because once one embraces negativism he automatically abrogates "responsibility." Negativism is the easy 
way out, the point of least resistance. It allows one to (artificially) maintain his pride and honor without 
actually accepting the responsibilities for his views. It allows him to do nothing, while not giving in The 
strategy of instilling negativism within Ihe conservative element proved to be an easy task for (he Red 
propagandists. 

America can be saved. The revolutionary left can be slopped. Bui there is not now, or will there ever be, 
~In anti-communist "organization” that can accomplish this. It will take a movement, a counter-rcvohrtron- 
ary movement lo do this. We must first acknowledge that even the most vociferous anti-communist ele¬ 
ments have fallen victim lo the attitude warping strategy of the Red propagandists. We must not allow our¬ 
selves to belies-.', just because we arc knowledgeable about communism, that we are insulated against 
artificially induced negativism by Red propagandists. There is little difference between what communist 
propaganda has done to conservatives and what Holzc did to the British. British attitude toward the Con¬ 
federacy was generally hostile; yef, through propaganda, Hotze managed to twist this hostile atlilndc intc 
a sympathetic one in certain areas. 

Communist propaganda is conditioning Americans like Pavlovian dogs to react rather than to reason. W- 
arc losing our individuality, becoming nameless, faceless specks in a sea of uniformity. Communist prop.' 
ganda has created the phantasies of "left,” "right,” "liberal." and "conservative," all of which serve a 
anachronistic props for the internationally controlled establishment. In these times tlu-rc is only one con

Yours is not the only letter we have received on this subject. Perhaps you did not have an opportunity 
lo read the entire scries on Guerrilla Warfare. Wc have forwarded parts 1. 2 and 3 for your review. 

Perhaps we can clarify AVG’s position on Conservatism. 
r There is a greet difference between the traditional conservative who screams from the pulpit, writes 
letters to the editor and his congressmen crying for the protection and preservation of the Constitution, 
("the cowardly conservative right-wing") and the patriot who utilizes the Constitution to preserve and pro¬ 
tect his country, his family and himself. The latter believes in his ability, and is not afraid to alter or change 
our government as affirmed in our own Declaration of Independence. The former we detest, the latter wc 
support. 

v As to your taking exception to our statement about the Maginot Line strategy of the conservative 
right-wing; if you recall, the Maginot Line was a construction of immovable cement abutments, that lacked 
the mobility of flexible defense. The Germans simply went around and by-passed this immobile, indexible 
defense system. 

For over 50 years the conservatives have maintained an immobile, inflexible defense, while the inter¬ 
national conspirators have simply by-passed them. The traditional conservative has never been (lexiblc 
enough to launch an attack of any significance of effectiveness; he has remained largely on the defensive. 
Wc lecl a new concept is in order. Why no! become aggressive? 

Conservative ideology has called lor "rohol” obedience lo all law. You have heard such idiotic pro¬ 
nouncements as "wc obey laws we even disagree with."

' The National Justice Founda¬ 
tion (NJF) based in Fullerton 
land in Sacramento, appeared in 
jfedera) district court. Sacra- 
jmento, in the role of Amicus 
.,Cura# Dec, 23 in an action 
involving CRLA activity in the 
Stanislaus County (Modesto) 
jarca. 

This court hearing was direct¬ 
ly related to Reagan's decision 
to veto the funds on grounds 
that federal Office of Economic 
Opportunity (OEO) money was 
being used by CRAL through 
"gross and deliberate violations 
ot federal antipoverty program 
regulations." 

Don Harris,'national president 
of the NJF, announced this 
week that NJF attorney John 
Rakus has been in contact with 
state OEO head Lewis Uhler 
concerning the money being 
funneled into CRLA, and the 
NJF action was credited, at 
least in part, with creating the 
climate that led to Reagan's 
veto. 

The CRLA had gone into court 
in order to secure a restraining 
|order from Judge (toward Mc¬ 
Bride which would prevent the 
Stanislaus County grand Jury 
from investigating their activi¬ 
ties in the Modesto area. 

After the NJF appearance as 
amicus curae, and after hearing 
testimony (rom both sides of the 
dispute, including the Stanislaus 
District Attorney's office, the 
Judge ruled against (he CRLA. 




Reagan's veto ot the grant 
followed just |wo days later. 

The veto was carried out, the 
governor's office reported, on 
the strong recommendation of 
Uhler, who had alleged that 
federal lax money was bcirfi 
funneled into fomenting revolu¬ 
tionary strife in rural areas of 
the stale instead of being used 
lo help the poor with their legit¬ 
imate legal problems. 

When Reagan vetoed the $1.8 
million federal grant lo the 
CRLA—over the loud protests of 
CRLA attorneys—he stated that 
future legal representation for 
the poor will be taken care ot 
through "a privately financed 
alternative lo CRLA which 
holds enormous promise tor tru¬ 
ly serving the rural p> ." 

At the same time. L.e CRLA 
has attacked Uhler for his stand 
and has sought to rally attor¬ 
neys throughout the state oo 
their behalf. 

Attorney Rakus, representing 
NJF, said Tuesday that the 
foundation will continue its ac- 
itivlties on a stepped up scale, in 
an attempt to "return this na¬ 
tion to a constitutional repub¬ 
lic." 

In that regard, the NJF will 
sponsor a cocktail party for 
attorneys just admitted lo the 
bar in a Sacramento hotel on 
Jan. 9. 

The purpose of the affair is to 
acquaint new attorneys with the 
activities ot the NJF and lo 
enlist their support in combat¬ 
ing activities by left minded 
attorneys and legal groups. 

The national chairman of llic 
NJF is James Townsend, Ana¬ 
heim. and the nalionai vice 
president is Anaheim Bulletin 
newsman John Steinbacher. 

THE NJF and iis affiliate, the 
California Justice Foundation, 
(CJF), came into existence 
about six months ago, pledging 
to "hold bureaucrats accounta¬ 
ble to the constitution of state 
and nation." 

Since that initial Fresno 
meeting, a national board has 
been selected and the NJF has 
moved forward to recruit attor¬ 
neys to beef up its legal slaff as 
well as lo recruit members.

There arc more than fifty thousand people who joined The John Dircli 
Society at some time during the past twelve yeais who arc no longer members. 

An appreciable percentage of this number, of course, have simply died. And 
we can no longer carry anything except memories of Ihcir labor and loyalty in 
our records. About one thousand did not prove to be desirable members. They 
were asked to resign, and their names have been removed from our dormant list. 

But this still leaves a very sizable number of former members who dropped 
out for quite a variety of reasons: (1) They felt that they could not afford the 
time and money required to be good Birchcrs; (2) they had never really 
acquired a sufficient understanding of the Conspiracy we oppose, nor of The 
John Birch Society itself; (3) they got mad. usually over some relatively trivial 
matter, with our local Coordinator or Section Leader or with other members, 
and "settled" the argument by simply resigning from the Society; (4) becoming 
victims of the greatest neutralizing influence which the Communists have been 
able to turn on those who should be the most aggressive enemies of atheistic 
Communism, they decided that prayer alone was the only answer to this scourge 
of Communism which God had imposed on the human race; or (5), they were 
swept off their feet by what seemed to them to be some quicker or more 
effective means of opposing or escaping the Communist menace. 

We do not believe that any of these reasons have sufficient substance, under 
the circumstances which prevail today. The Conspirators are repeatedly showing 
that they have more fear of The John Birch Society (and its allies) than of any 
other form of opposition (hey now face, anywhere in the world. We arc turning 
out literally millions of pieces of literature every month, which are having a 
visible and powerful effect in awakening the American people. Our total 
educational program is not only creating the undemanding which can be 
transformed into political action, but that transformation began to show up in 
many successful campaigns last fall. And (he influence of this gigantic job of 
education is being widely and visibly demonstrated in many other ways than 
through direct political activity. 

We have summarized some few of our accomplishments and plans in the 
current “finance appeal” which is enclosed. We have been encouraged to send 
you both that message and this one by (he fact that about one thousand of our 
former members relumed to the fold last year on their own initiative. Wc should 
like to have a great many more come back in to liclp us. To make it easy for you 
to do so - and since wc cannot use a separate sheet without doubling our 
poslage cost - the back of tins sheet has been printed as a renewal application 
blank. And we should be glad to welcome you home.

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PURPOSES & POLICIES of AMERICAN VOLUNTEER GROUPS 

It is evident that our nation is due for serious internal upheaval. In- 
ernationalisls in the seat, of our government arc conspiring with the 
rabble and anarchists for the purpose of overthrowing the Republic 
of the United States by using whatever means necessary to achieve 
their goal.

Americans are being conditioned like 
Pavlovian dogs to react rather than reason. We are losing our individ¬ 
uality, becoming a nameless, faceless speck in a sea of uniformity. 
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Our forefathers regarded themselves as individuals made in the image of 
God. They knew that there was a higher purpose in life than mere exis¬ 
tence. They knew too, that there were (and are) eternal and absolute 
principles of right and wrong and values worth dying for. With this as a 
criterion, and recognizing the precarious times we are in, American Vol¬ 
unteer Groups (A VG) has implemented a well coordinated offensive de¬ 
signed to engage American Nationals in meaningful activities which will 
halt the Godless dehumanizing conspiracy that confronts us today.

Youth sets the pace and youth is totalitarian. Never again will they acc¬ 
ept the ways of their fathers. 

And so realizing that America has crossed its Rubicon; that there is no 
turning back, AVG has done with phantasies of miracles wrought by "edu¬ 
cation" and instead takes up the tools of its enemies for the battle ahead. 

What is AVG ? 

• AVG is a national organization of patriotic, concerned Americans who are 
preparing themselves against the revolution taking place on our campuses 
and streets. It is already an established fact that our law enforcement 
agencies cannot cope with the revolution on the campuses. They have ad¬ 
mitted that they can do little when the revolutionaircs bring guerrilla 
warfare to our streets, cities and homes. Thus it has become necessary 
for the citizen to provide for his own protection and safety of his fam¬ 
ily. AVG has organized Committees of Public Safety, (COPS) whos pur¬ 
pose will be to serve as a last line of defense when guerrilla warfare 
grips our cities. The key to America's survival, is our cities survival. 



PURPOSES at AVG 

• Our immediate goal is simply survival. Our long ranged goal is to sal¬ 
vage a remnent of civilization so that it might blossom forth again some 
distant day. As savagry and chaos descend upon us, we step outside the 
boundaries of conventional resistance and harden our hearts for the deeds 
that lie ahead. 

■ To form American Volunteer Groups for the purpose of insurance when the 
present government falls victim of its own folly, leaving the nation in a 
slate of chaos, void of law, the citizenry defenseless and the Republic lead¬ 
erless. As long as the United States Constitution is the law of the land, 

AVG will advocate and practice Constitutional methods as opposed to preser 
government practices. 

• To resist by all means the passage of laws which regulate the private own¬ 
ership of firearms or which detract from the individual's ability la defend 
his family and personal properly. 

• To provide in the event of the collapse of our national, slate or local gov¬ 
ernment an Alternate Volunteer Government which will provide safety for 
the citizen, restore the law and reestablish domestic tranquillity. This 
volunteer leadership will be composed of responsible, capable and experi¬ 
enced persons who's dedication to the United Slates Constitution and rights 
of the individual are primary in their lives. 

• To organize and coordinate the forces of patriotism and guide these forces 
into constructive channels of action. These forces must be trained so they 
will be able to take successful action against any power, domestic or for¬ 
eign, that threatens the freedom of this nation or any American citizen. 

Basic Concepts of AVG 

• Attention must be drawn to the collusion, whether by weakness or design, 
between the establishment and the rabble. They are salted with the same 
people. Internationalists in the seat of government work in unison with 
the anarchists in the streets. They have caught the American people in 

a phony frame of reference; between two false alternatives, AVG presents 
a real alternative; a genuine opposition point of view. In brief we say, 

"A plague on both your houses" and affirm the right of revolutionary action 
set forth in our own Declaration of Independence. 


AVG is not a "conservative" organization. Captain Medrick G. "Bud" 



Johnson, our laic National Chairman and founder knew that forming another 
"conservative" organization would gel us nowhere. For over forty years 
the anti-communist groups have been employing the same methods and 
programs. Communism has not been sloped by these, archaic methods. 

He knew Loo Lhat we are now on the outside looking in, and the enemy is on 
the inside looking out. Thai the American people no longer control their 
country or government. It was therefore reasoned that a program anoma¬ 
lous to the traditional anti-communist programs was needed. We in AVG 
believe we have such a program, and Lhat time and events will prove us 
correct. 

• We believe under the present conditions that placing all our faith, hopes 
and dreams in a political solution to our problems is a naive attempt to 
rationalize cowardice. We arc cognizant that politics is an integral part 
of the leftist-revolution taking place in this country. We too must en¬ 
gage in political activities; but we must also keep in mind that the force 
and apparatus necessary to halt the leftist-revolution will never accrue 
from political action alone. 

Programs of AVG 

• The institution of the police is failing to fulfill its function to protect the 
citizenry largely because of government interference and in general, 
offical and public cowardice. It therefore has become necessary for the 
people to provide for their own safety and defense. AVG will aid in es¬ 
tablishing various civilian defense units, 

• To ferret out by all means clandestine communist and liberal operatives 
on all levels. 

• To engage in any activity which will harass or frustrate the establishment 
supported "liberal" or communist cause. 

• Students must be shown Lhat their left-wing educators are part of the crim¬ 
inal establishment. The blame for the chaos on the campus must not only 
be directed at the red student agitators but at the liberals of the educatioral 
system who through cowardice and mis-management aided them in bringing 
anarchy. Since university officaldom has lost control to the revolution¬ 
aries, AVG students will be trained to use whatever tactics necessary to 
break the red students hold. Student Committees of Campus Safety (SCCS) 
with the help of the few sympathetic academicians already at our desposal 
will run the universities for an interim period of time. AVG, along with 


its SCCS units will rid the campuses of the red-revolutionaires. This will 
be accomplished by any means necessary. 

To train a cadre of leaders who can survive and implement counter-revolu¬ 
tionary activities autonomously, without being dependent upon centralized 
coordinationwhen this nation sinks into the final throes of revolution. When 
law and justice cease to prevail, when lawlesncss and chaos is the order 
of the day, this cadre of AVG leaders will step forth, alone, and with pre- 
established organizations and restore a Constitutional government. 

To form in advance of actual need an organization equipped to harass and 
destroy revolutionary elements in this country. 

To extend this organization beyond our borders, as it is obvious that the 
menace facing this nation is international in its machinations. 

AVG places those who wish to become active in a category in which that per 
son has experience, ability or interest in. It makes little sense to place 
someone in a capacity which does not interest him or where he has no ab¬ 
ility in. Each of us has our own interests and abilities. AVG’s program is 
to make use of these talents, to gain the greatest effect in our efforts. 

how is avg financed 7 

AVG is financed by voluntary contributions and the monthly dues of our men 
bers. AVG has refused offers of really large contributions. This is be¬ 
cause those who contribute targe sums of money usually want to dictate pol¬ 
icy, set guide lines, know the names and addresses of members etc. Our 
programs and security would not last five minutes under those conditions. 

Masses are a myth. Conservative groupB who solicit funds underthe guise 
that it is needed to reach the masses, to spread the woTd or involve the 
majority are nothing more than con-men. The revolutionaires are not the 
majority, and should this nation fall to the leftist-revolutionary element, 
it will fall to a minority. It will take a small, hard-core minority to stop 
the revolutionaires. AVG is building this minority. But it does take money 
to attempt to accomplish even this. Your contributions and membership 
dues are spent to build a leadership cadre, a cadre of patriotic Americans 
who can and will take command and restore law, order and the Constitution; 
by superior counter-force when necessary. Your contributions and member 
ship dues are also spent for the cost of protecting AVG members. Some- 
no other right-wing organization can do. 



Thus, your contributions, and membership dues do not go towards "keeping 
someone on the air", or spreading "the word" but instead towards building 
an organization wiios function is to train its members to survive. lead and 
build an effective program to counter-the leftist revolution. Your contin¬ 
ued support is needed to make our program even more effective. 

Can You Be Effective ? 

Many people might ask, "What good could a bunch of amateurs, civilians 
do if the might of a proffcsional Army is defeated?" 

To answer this question wc quote the I960 Annual Report of the Comm¬ 
ittee on Un-American Activities as follows: 

"Events of the past year have provided convincing evidence that the Ame¬ 
rican people cannot rely completely on this country's Armed Forces to 
protect themselves from communist domination and slavery. This is not 
because our military froecs lack the power or the will to defend this coun¬ 
try, but rather because the nature of the attacks being made on the United 
States by its major and only significant enemy are so designed as to ren¬ 
der conventional military forces as ineffective as possible for defense pur¬ 
poses. " 

The advance marksmenship manual published by the United States Army 
adds further validity to AVG'a programs, methods and concepts. QuoLes 
from this manual are as follows: 

". . .In the Revolutionary War, most of our troops were armed with smooth 
bore muskets, which were comparatively inaccurate even at short range. 
Nevertheless, a small number of riflemen made major contributions 
through their excellence in marksmenship. An example of their reputa¬ 
tion appeared in a letter from a colonist published by the London Chron¬ 
icle in August 1775: 

". . . This province has raised l, 000 riflemen, the worst of whom will put 
a ball into a man's head at a distance of 150 to 200 yards; I therefore ad¬ 
vise your officers who shall hereafter come to America, to settle their 
affairs in England before their departure. " 

The above statement could, and should be applied to the communist rev- 
olutionaires on our campuses and streets today. .» 



We quote further from this Array manual: 

. . The advent of nuclear weapons and the development of highly 
technical machines have not diminished the need for ground forces 
highly trained in the use of individual weapons. It might even be 
said that the need is now greater than ever before in view of the 
increased danger of highly moble, limited warfare. " 

”. . .Any future war is likely to require the wide dispereement of 
units. With units widely separated, new importance will be attached 
to protection against sudden small-unit raids by enemy forces. In 
limited or total warfare the conlrol of the enemy and his territory is 
stilt the principal objective, and it is the soldier with his basic weapon 
who performs this fundamental task. " 

The value of the citizen, highly trained in the use of small arms was rec¬ 
ognized many years ago; which is why Congress directed the Secretary of 
War to establish the National Board for the Promotion of Rifle Practice in 
1901. In 1916 Congress extended the powers of the NBPRP and authorized 
the board to furnish arms, ammunition and range facilities to civilians. 

Of course today, due to infiltration in our military and government, the 
NBPRP is nothing more than a name and a dream of how things once were. 
Today, our government fears its citizens who have arms and know how to 
use them. Our government fears a citizen army of patriotic American's 
who would if given the chance, fight to the death any Godless evil that 
threatens our freedom. If you could not be effective as an armed, trained 
citizen, then Congress woutd not have established the NBPRP in 1901, 
and its powers would not have been abrogated today. 

However, it is lunacy to suppose that you can be effective as an individual. 
That is, as a free-lance patriot or a free-lance citizen soldier. We are 
confronted with an organized enemy today. If we as citizens, are to be 
effective; we too must have organization, work together in a common cause 

Many patriots today labor under the erroneous assumption that they are and 
will be effective in their own local groups preparing for survival, but with 
no outside connections with a national organization. Many patriots place 
a lot of faith in the "Phantom Cell" concept. This type of operation gives 
you the maximum amount of security, but the least efficiency and effect¬ 
iveness. The concept of absolute security with minimum effectiveness 
will never bring us victory, it is nothing more than temporary safety. 



There are many salient reasons for having a national organization such 
as AVG. First is to insure effectiveness and security. What good is a 
secure unit in one section of a city that is not busy harassing the revolu- 
tionaires while another unit in another part of the city is under heavy attack 
from communist revolutionaires ? 

Small units must have communication, logistics, transportation intelligence 
and a hundred other abilities if they are to survive and have effect against 
the communists. If a unit is overrun, there should be provisions made in 
advance so the women and children can retreat to another part of the city. 
Units must be able to come together and defend their section of the city 
which is under attack from the revolutionaires. Local, or "Phantom Cells" 
will not, and can not provide this necessity. 

Intelligence is another reason for having a national organization. AVG's pro¬ 
grams were not built on mere speculation, but rather on intelligence gathered 
from sources planted in the left. AVG units have the security of having this 
intelligence work for them, so they will know in advance what to expect, when 
and what their chances for survival are. AVG units are able to come together 
and help one another in time of need. 

There are other aspects to AVG. Propaganda is one. Propaganda is useless 
unless there is coordination and purpose behind it. Local groups cannot ever 
hope to have the effect they desire in this phase of the struggle unless there 
is a organized, planned effort made on such projects. Propaganda is very 
important. It molds ideas, sets thought patterns and conditions the masses 
to accept or reject whatever ideas you want. This can be a very effective met 
hod when there are several separated units working on the same project. 

So to answer the question, Can you be effective? The answer is yes. But we 
must organize and work together to do it. Even on the political level there 
is an urgent need for organization. The communists have proved this beyond 
any doubt. AVG must engage in many political activities. But it too must 
be an organized effort. 

We have seen what effect organization has had against us. The communists 
and internationalists have been organized for years. The revolutionaires 
in the streets are organized. It is time now for us to take a page out of 
their book. Use their tactics against them, organize now, to be effective 
now.

In the beginning there was no membership in AVG. The reason for this 
was that we wanted to establish a crack internal security system. One 
that would insure a members anonymity. This has been accomplished. 
AVG has the best internal security system in private use today. There 
has never been anyone exposed as an AVG functionary by any organization 
public or private.

And it was also a reason that we went to 
subscription form in March of 1969. We were establishing in advance, a 
cover. 

Membership in AVG is absolutely confidential, and we can guarantee with 
out reservation that no other organization, public or private will ever see 
or have access to any part of AVG's membership lists. 

When you join AVG you get the following benefits: 

• Automatic subscription to the AVG newsletter. 

• Periodical intelligence reports, which inform you to the tatesc plans 
and activities of the communist-revolutionaires. This report is called 
"Junta" and it also contains up to date information on the progress and 
plans of AVG so you wilt be informed as to the latest developments 

• AVG members will have protection. We must remember that our law 
enforcement agencies, and our government think it is better to harass 
patriotic American's than it is to harass communists. Some of your 
AVG activities my cause the establishment to harass you, or jail you on 
trumped up charges. This activity on the parL of our government is not 
unusual. Should this happen, there will be an AVG attorney to give you 
legal aid. AVG believes that AVG members must be protected! 

• AVG extends its protection to include the wives and children of AVG 
members. When you arc a member of AVG, you can count on having a 
place to go, a bed and some food. This is available no matter where you 
are in the United States!

It is free to AVG members. Non-members cannot receive this training. 
There is a great deal more to survival and fighting communism than 
knowing how to shoot a gun and being part of a civilian defense unit. 

AVG members are trained also in the art of propaganda, psy-warfare, 
political action, law, medicine etc. 

• AVG is establishing training classes with top-flight instructors who 
will teach various subjects which will enable you to survive and be eff¬ 
ective and secure in your activities.

• AVG members receive reductions on all literature, tapes and other 
material.

AVG is unlike any other organization that you may have belonged to. 

We donot place everyone in one big catagory, collect membership dues 
and send you a monthly newsletter and tell you that you are doing your 
part by supporting us. The left-wing trains its members and functionaires 
to be effective, we in AVG do the same. AVG is an organization that 
can have effect, can bring about a change, and, we arc doing it. 



Some people are better suited for political activities, others, for org¬ 
anising and still others for intelligence work. It makes lilLle sense, 
nor is it secure to place everyone in the same catagory. 

AVG places everyone in an activitiy in which he or she can function 
best and produce the best results. AVG is departmentalized for greater 
effectiveness and security. Something most right-wingers have never 
recognized is that it takes ten people to support one in the field.
